Alex Wylie. The fire damage was 
confined to the east section of the 


| building and the Chief says he be- 


lieves it was caused by an over- 
heated oil furnace there. 

The fire was first noticed by 
young Bobby Gardiner at 8.40 p.m. 
The boy ran to the home of Mr, 
J. H. Metcalfe, 67 Ridout Street, 
Who phoned the alarm to the de- 
partment. Mr. Metcalfe says the 
firemen arrived there “in about 
two minutes.” 

Mr, Metcalfe told “The Post” he 
saw flames shooting out the east 
windows, and smoke coming out of 
the west front top storey windows. 

Chief Wylie states that the 
G.M. and Fargo fire trucks were 
used, and the services of three per- 
manent firemen and all the volww- 
teers were utilized. 

At 9.30 p.m. the department was 
still working hard bringing the fire 
into the final phases of control. 
Steam and smoke obscured vision 
as the firemen probed for remaining 
burning sections of the building. 
A bystander who had been on the 
scene from the beginning said he 
thought the firemen had done an 
excellent job of bringing the blaze 
under control. 

At the time the Willis fire was 
reported, the Chief states that his 
men were in the basement of 
Lynch's meat market on Kent St. 
He said that they were in the base- 
ment there, wearing gas masks, 
turning off the valves of an am- 


“The Post” visited the fire scens 
this morning and noted that the 
ceiling of the east section was a- 
bout burned off, and the walls were 
burned and smoke and water dam- 
aged. The damage has been esti- 
mated at about $3,000, $1,500 to 
contents and $1,500 to the building: 
itself. 

Stored in the building at the 
time of the fire was a Lindsay Bus 
Lines bus, which was used on the 
Arsenal run. It is reported to have 
been brought there last night a- 
bout 5.15 p.m. after the last trip 
to the Arsenal for the day had been 
completed. Mr. Crimmons, the 
company owner, told Chief Wylie 
that the damage to his vehicle was 
about $1,500. “Mr. Crimmons has 
some insurance. 

Also in the burned section was 
a truck belonging to the Victoria 
Wholesale Fruit, Owned by Mr. 
Lamantia, It is reported that this 
vehicle was on the Premises for 
repair. The Chief ‘says that Mr. 
Willis has $4,600 insurance on the 
building and its contents. 


The fire might have caused much 
more damage than it did,-had it not 
been for the fire department's 
Prompt action.

Pride in the scope, growth and 
achievements of this branch up un- 
til the present time and humble as 
we. consider the great effort and 
sacrifice that has been made by 
the builders who have gone before 
us. It is because they did not shirk 
their duty that we have a strong 
foundation. 

“In reading our records through- 
out the years, we find community 
activities and world interests part 
of our work, enjoying and valuing 
the opportunities for service, mutu- 
al help, education and fun which 
membership brings. 

“Through the war years our 
members’ keynote, as now, was 
Patriotism and Service. A local 
Red Cross unit with the W.I. was 
formed. In the second World War 
this branch gave generous support 
to the district Jam Making Project. 
The Shut-ins of the Community 
have always been remembered with 
fruit and flowers, For several years 
one of our faithful members, who 
has passed on, Mrs, John Gorrill, 
travelled this Community winter or 
summer delivering flowers from 
Hick's Florist, Lindsay, to the shut- 
ins. 

It was to this organization that 
the skating rink committee turned 
first for assistance, The officers 
of this were invited to Mr. E. @. 
Lytle’s home to sign a bond. Bran- 
ches like ours in this district were 
asked to give thelr support to Ross 
Memorial Hospital's maternity wing 
and in 1929 We pledged our support 
to this worthy undertaking 

This branch was the spark plug 
in the renovation of this hall into 
a Community Hall. Our share in 
money was $2,300, Afterward, we 
equipped it with piano, dishes, sil- 
verware, tables, some chairs, stage 
furniture, etc., al well outside, a road 
paved and a walk put in, 

“Money was not as easy to raise 
48 DOW and groups travelled miles 
to pul on plays and other methods 
used were bazaars, teas, quilts, old 
Boys’ Reunions, draw on cedar 
chests, euchres and dances, etc, One 
outstanding event was in 1926 when 
we catered to a Birthday Party in 
honour of Mr. J. F. Cunnings 100th 
birthday, He became the oldest 
Post Master in the British Empire 
reaching the age of 102, 

“At a banquet on Civic Holiday 
the Silver Jubliee of this Institute 
was celebrated, but many are miss- 
ing today who were with us then. 

“Showers were started in the 
branch for the brides and each one 
received a linen table cloth, In 
war years this was dispensed with 
and the money used for Red Cross. 

“We try to respond to every wor- 
thy appeal in our community and 
cdo good wherever we can, so we in- 
vited to speak at our meetings 
ministers, doctors, dentists, nurses, 
bankers, lawyers and local agricul- 
tural representatives. The import- 
ance of developing our own talents 
was not forgotten. Members applied 
themselves in preparation of papers 
and demonstrations, all of which 


added to our education. We try to

“In 1937 Coronation souvenirs 
were bought for the schools of the 
community and Jater donations 
| given towards souvenirs in memory 
of the visit of the Queen and late 
King to Canada, Many treet 
dances were held and the Liberal 
plenic was held on the Fair Grounds 
| when Premier Hepburn, of Ontario. 
was here in July, 1936. 

“Lunches were taken to the fields 
during the ploughing match held on 
Jenkins’ farm in 1938, A very 
successful banqquuet was served at 
night. Again in 1948, we served 
dinners and helped with lunches 
at the Provincial plowing match 
near Lindsay and made a donation 
to the F.W.LO. tent. 

“We were also honoured in 1941 
when the wife of Lieutenant Gov- 
| ernor Mrs. Albert Mathews, of Tor- 
onto, addressed a meeting for us 
Her address was based on the Red 
Cross work and urged the members 
to lay a good foundation in life, for 
today, tomorrow, and the days to 
come. 

“In 1946 we gave a donation of 


$500 to the Curling Rink and since 
jiave made several substantial con- 
tributions. We have equipped the 
kitchen at the rink and also donat- 
ed a plano. We hold our meetings 
there in the winter and serve lun- 
ches and meals on different occa~ 
sions. All the Shut-ins of the Com- 
munity are remembered at Christ- 
mas time with a special box. 

“Ten delegates had the very spec- 
jal privilege of attending the Sev- 
enth Triennial Conference of the 
Associated Country Women of the 
World, when the Federated Wo- 
men’s Institutes of Canada on Can- 
ada Day featured “Dominion of 
Destiny” at Maple Leaf Gardens in 
Toronto, on August 21st, 1953. 
This is the first time this Confer- 
ence was held in Canada, Through 
our membership in the A.C.W.W. 
we shall seek to strengthen our 
contacts with rural women in other 
lands.

27, 1876 these three Churches called 
Rey. D. McDonald to be their min- 
ister. In those days the Presbytery 
regularly conducted a Presbytery 
visitation of the charges and as a 
result we have some reliable infor- 
mation as to the size of the church 
and its work. Services were con- 
ducted in Gaelic and English. There 
were 8 elders—3 Sunday Schools 
under the care of the Session, 120 
families and 158 communicants. 

In 1882 when this report was tab- 
ulated, Fenelon was disjoined from 
Cambray and continued as a sep- 
arate pastoral charge. As Islay is 
not mentioned it is supposed that 
services had been 
there and the members of that 
church united with Fenelon, In 
1883 on petition received from the 
congregation, Presbytery granted 
the church the right to change its 
name to that of Glenarm. 

In 1893 the site of the church was 
moved to its present location and 
work there then commenced on a 
new building. The corner store was 
laid on July Ist, 1893 and the com- 
pleted building opened for divine 
worship on Nov. 26. The Rev. Dr. 
McLaren of Knox College, preached 
at 11 a.m. and 7 p.m,, while in the 
afternoon Rev, A. Ross of Woodville, 
spoke in Gaelic.

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* More Industry Needed 
To Lighten, Proportion 
Domestic Tax Load. . Hick 


Mayor-aspirant for 1954, Mr, A, EB. 
Hick, has publicly declared that 
more industry is a necessity for 
Lindsay in oraer to lighten the tax 
load for home owners. He made 
this statement at the 1953 Nomina- 
tion Meeting in Lindsay this week. 

Mr. Hick's remarks are reproduc- 
ed from his text as far as time and 
space permit: 

I am aware of the responsibilities 
that go with this office and I will 
assure you this, ladies and gente- 
men, that if I am elected your 
Mayor next Monday, I will do my 
utmost to see that the affairs of 
this community are conducted on 
only the highest and most respect- 
ed plane. 

I em proud of Lindsay -- my 
home town, It has been a pleasant 
place to be raised, educated and 
associated with the life of the com- 
munity. 

Your local municipal government, 
mayor and council, is the closest 
unit of government to the people. 
Tt is also the oldest form of govern- 
ment in the British system. It was 
from the local governments of Eng- 
land in the towns, boroughs and 
cities that the first representatives 
came to form the basis of the first 
parliament in 1265. 

I have, enjoyed my tenure of 
office as Chairman of the Board of 
Works. This department. the larg- 
est spending one under direct con- 
trol of Councii is an education in 
itself, The many and varied prob- 
lems that crop up daily tend to 
give one an insight into practically 
every problem that faces a growing 
community such as Lindsay. Very 
little happens without the Board of 
Works being involved whether it 
be a new home, industry, factory, 
store or sub-division. 

The Town's engineering staff is 
called upon practically every day 
for advice on sewers, building prob- 
lems and many other items too 
numerous to mention. Besides super- 
vising the regular work of the De- 
partment our Town Engineer has 
had to plan, design and prepare 
estimates for the three housing 
sub-divisions presently underway in 
Town, which incidentally, just a- 
bout bogged down our limited staff. 
All three applied for services about 
the same time’ However, I am 
glad to say that plans are well un- 
derway now. A tender call will be 
going out on the Maryknoll pro- 
ject within a few days. 

»At the height of our activities 
this year, the resignation of Mr. Neil 
Strachan as Town Engineer became 
effective. The entire Council and T 
am sure many of the citzens regret- 
ted very much Mr, Strachan’s leay- 
ing. However, we were most 
fortunate in obtaining a very cap- 
able replacement in the person of 
Mr Leslie Wilson, who was with the 
engineering staff of the City of 
London. 

As 4 community grows the need 
for capable municipal employees 
becomes greater. We sre fortunate 
in having very excellent employees.

I think that it is of interest to 
you to know that the Department 
heads of the various services, Police, 
Fire, Board of Works, Assessment, 
Building and Clerk's office co-| 
operate willingly so as to serve the 
citizens to better advantage. 


For the second successive year, 

I am pleased to report that we 
will be within our Board of 
Works Budget. The Council this 
year provided a budget of 
$56,628.10 for the general op- 
eration and maintenance of the 
Department This amount is the 
very minimum on which the 
Board can operate and render 
the services required to any 
degree of efficiency and satis- 
faction such as oiling, snow 
ploughing, gravelling, grading, 
sanding, cleaning sewers and 
catch basins, flushing and 
cleaning streets, etc. 

New work must be done then of 
necessity either through local im- 
provement or a supplementary 
amount to the budget. The Council 
this year decided that it was neces- 
sary to purchase additional equip- 
ment for the department and do 
certain improvements to the Town. 
Rather than finance this through a 
debenture issue, the amount of 
$15,000 was alloted from the surplus 
fund. It {s unlikely that all of this 
amount will be spent this year. It 
has provided five miles of single 
surface treatment of our paved 
streets, the painting of the foot 
bridge at the end of Russell Street, 
absorbed some of the cost of Lindsay 
Street widening, absorbed the initial 
cost of Russell Street widening and 
contributed the first payments on a 
new loader and heavy duty truck 

Besides the regular maintenance 
work of the town and the above 
widening jobs, the Board has laid 
a considerable amount of new side- 
walk, extended sewer mains {n sever- 
al parts of town to service additional 
homes, installed about 70 new sewer 
laterals and replaced several man- 
holes that were in bad condition. A 
much more complete and detatled 
report of the operations of the 


Board during the current year will 


be given early in January. 

While 1953 has been a very active 
one for the Board, !t would appear 
from the number of applications 
received and being discussed for 
local improvements that 1954 will 
be even more 80. 

Equipment has proven profitable 
for the Town. Besides doing the 
work more efficiently and faster, it 
has proven economical. For the year 
1952, the equipment of the Board 


| showed earned credits of $5,258.30 


over and above the cost of operation 
This is based on the hourly rate 
which the Department of Highways 
will permit us to charge for the 
use of the equipment and on which 
‘hey will pay grants, 

The Councils of the early twenties 
Initiated paying programmes for our 
streets that have paid excellent divi- 
dends. However, before this work

Mr. Lamb spoke of the industry 
that had been brought here under 
what he termed his “reign” -New- 
bigging, Carcum Chemical, Babee 
Tenda, Brake Shoe, National Textile, 
Link Manufacturing, Chatco Steel, 
Lincraft, Visking, etc. “We ought to 
be proud of the fact that permits 
for new buildings in Lindsay will 
be over the million-dollar mark this 
year.

Mr. Lamb reviewed also many of 
the important things that had oc- 
curred during his tenure of office, 
being Mayor during “the dark days 
of the war, from 1942”; launching of 
the HMCS ‘Lindsay’; sending boxes 
“to our boys overseas”; 200 housing 
units built in Lindsay under his 
guidance: sewage disposal plant 
(We have been criticized, but we 
hired the best engineer, and any 
mistakes made were the fault of the 
engineer, not council.”); the big 
sewer: “my baby” (which, he said, 
it took him three years to get and 
which he “loved") -Rainbow Bridge; 
extension of sewers and water mains 
in the East Ward (“We are trying 
to build up the East Ward”); re- 
surfaced Kent Street, Queen Street 
and this year, completed Lindsay 
Street; Old Home Week (‘I am 
not ashamed of Old Home Week. 
If we had not have had it and I were 
running for Mayor again I’d say 
have one next year If we had one 
again we mignt be more careful”.); 
the Board of Works have risen from 
a budget of $10,000 to one of $70,000 
(He paid tribute to the Board of 
Works Chairman, foremen, engineer 
and workmen); eight new rooms 
adced to schools (“A trustee told me 
we'll need three or four more rooms 
in several years."); the large addit- 
fon to the L.CI.; the many homes 
built here by private enterprise, 

In speaking of the expansion of 
the Ross Memorial Hospital, Mr. 
Lamb said “the hospital will be the 
big problem of 1954. It is only one- 
quarter the size it ought to be.

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EDITORIALS 


A START 

It was with some regret that we noticed the absence 
of any reference to level crossings in the Lindsay area 
when it was announced by the Hon. George H. Doucett, 
Ontario Highways Minister, that “the department is now 
building, or has proposals for building, grade separations 
at 25 existing level crossings in many parts of the proy- 
ince.” However, it must be remembered that many rail- 
way crossings in the province are several times more 
hazardous than any around Lindsay although it is also 
recalled that several fatalities have occurred at level 
crossings in-this area, No doubt the province in 
tackling the level crossing problem has allocated or 
planned its work on the basis of what department of- 
ficers believe to be points of greatest urgency first. 
That a start on this problem has been made and will be 
extended is good news for people who are distressed by 
the periodic reports of railway crossing fatalities. 

In the meantime, while progress is being made in 
the total elimination of level crossing hazards, it would 
seem vital that continued study be given to ways and 
means of partially reducing the danger at these points 
on a basis more economical but equally as effective as 
anything yet designed. Recognizing that wig-wag 
signals are perhaps expensive to install and maintain, 
it would seem wholly practical to utilize flasher devices. 
on a larger scale. 


HURRYIN’ AND PROLONGIN'.... 

There's been a lot written and said of late concern- 
ing the weather in this section of the country. Many 
people claim that the seasons are changing - . . that fall 
is no longer as cold as it used to be... . that winters are 
becoming warmer and so forth—But are they really? 
Or are we simply trying to hurry the changeover from 
fall to winter too much and prolong the winter too long? 

There was a time when we accepted fall as it un- 
folded ... if it was an open fall (and there were many 
of them) that was fine because it really made little dif- 
ference other than to prolong the fine weather and con- 
serye fuel bills. If it was a cold fall and winter set in 
early, it was equally agreeable as long as the late crops 
were successfully harvested and an ample supply of fuel 
on hand. If winter ended early that was fine too, be- 
cause it meant an earlier start on spring and summer 
activities. 

But that time has apparently passed. Now, when 
the last of the ball games are over (and sometimes even 
before) there are those among us who would at once be 
done with summer. They want no more of it. “Be- 
gone!,” they say, “We want winter now or at least 
winter-like conditions so that we can get on with the 
hockey and skating season.” No sooner are their pro- 
tests registered than the voice of Christmas is heard and 
a public already frustrated by attempts to get in a hockey 
or skating mood in balmy weather, is further confused 
with pleas to “get your Christmas shopping done early.” 
Then, still later, with Christmas over and the hockey 
season underway (with modern protracted schedules) 
a break in the winter weather, which long before had set 
in in earnest, brings a further hue and cry concerning 
the shortening of the winter seasons. 

Yes, there's a heap of hurryin’ and prolongin’ going 


on these days while the seasons are following their: 


usual independent pattern governed by laws unaffected 
by hockey schedules, skating, Christmas trade and 
other seasonal activities indulged by man.

\OTHERS SAY 


THE LANGUAGE DOCTORS USE 

The medical profession is now in deservedly high 
renown, and its wages, in dollar terms, support the 
reputation, making doctors men of substance as well as 
of science and specialized skill. The new techniques, 
the high professional standards, the extension of medical 
knowledge and the amazing therapeutic, medicinal and 
surgical feats doctors now perform to remove pain, 
restore health and keep people well are deserving of 
great praise. The devotion of most of the practitioners 
to their calling and their genuine service to humanity 
are worthy of public trust and respect. In only one 
major department do we think that the medical profes- 
sion is retrogressive. Its language is tribal. 

} The progress of the profession since the founding 
of the Company of Barber-Surgeons in 1540 is apparent; 
the medical knowledge and skills gained in the last 
hundred years alone are remarkable. The old treat- 
ments of bleeding, purging, blistering and amputation 
were still supreme as late as 1800. The Royal Society 
was solemnly advised in 1723 that swallowing of leaden 
bullets cured “that miserable Distemper which they 
call the Twisting of the Guts’, A character in Brown's 
“The Dispensary” said it was easy {o become a sur- 
geon: “Do but buy a lancet, Forceps, Saw; talk a little 
of Contusions, Fractures, Compress and Bandage...I 
myself have turned several doctors out of families 
because they would not prescribe Physick plentifully 
and in large quantities. I have persuaded my Patients, 
that they did not well understand their distemper; so 
have brought in another who has swingingly dos’d’um”. 

Despite the professional advances, its terminology 
is medieval, It would seem as if doctors had a corner 
on special mysteries, and like priests of a cult, try to wall 
them from the common people (those who call a bone 
a bone and guts guts). This practice, even if it does not 
hoodwink people, is dangerous to the profession. It 
allows a “Dr. Cyr” to operate. He gets hold of the jargon, 
cultivates the professional medical manner, puts on the 
gown (white for sanctity as well as sanitation) and be- 
comes a doctor. 

The profession should try to abandon the language 
of the fakir; if it is not to be imposed on by quacks it 
should use, where terminological exactitude permits, 
language understandable by the people its serves. Thus 
can the populace be assured that the doctor is qualified 
by his knowledge and skill and not by his mumbo-jumbo. 
A diagnosis of “twisting of the guts” has at least the vir- 
tue of béing meaningful, and is probably as exact a de- 
scription as “volvulus”. 


CANADAS GREAT DISSENTER 

We are glad that a good life of the late J. S. Woods- 
worth has been written by his daughter, Grace MacInnis, 
for Mr. Woodsworth was a great figure in our politics, 
and a very much greater figure as a lone political think- 
er, reformer and dissenter. He founded the CCF party, 
and while that party has never achieved any great de- 
gree of political success it has acted as the prick of con- 
science in our political life. As a man of known integ- 
rity and sweetness of character, Mr. Woodsworth gave 
the CCF a moral prestige which its own rather mild 
socialism could not have won for it. 

In their comments on Mrs. MacInnis’ book some 
Canadian papers have written so fulsomely about Mr. 
Woodsworth that they might be though to reflect the 
guilty conscience of the nation toward him. He was, by 
his life and his beliefs, a rebuke to men whose political 
outlook was less exalted than his own. When, at the 
outbreak of war, he stood against all of Parliament, in- 
cluding his own party, and opposed Canada’s entry into 
that conflict, he was wholly unrealistic, but he was un- 
doubtedly fine. He stood for an ideal of pacifism; the 
other parliamentarians stood for political reality. There 
was no black and white in this opposition of beliefs; 
many of the men who voted for war would have given 
much to vote with Woodsworth, but common sense told 
them what had to be done; we may be sure that Woods- 
worth, in his turn, knew why the rest of Parliament 
voted as it did, but chose to assert an ideal which he 
cherished. We may doubt if Mr. Woodsworth, had his 
party been in power, would have voted to keep Canada 
out of war.

RELAXATION KEY TO HAPPIER LIFE 

“Most of us, in practically all our everyday activ- 
ities, are driving with the brake on, and that brake is 
unconscious tension,” says Joseph A, Kennedy in the 
December Reader's Digest. The author claims that 
to overcome tension is to find the key to happier living. 
He has taught his methods of relaxation to overwrought 
executives, pilots, and midshipmen. 

To relax, first locate the tension in your muscles: 
The muscles of the brow need special attention for they 
are closely associated with anxiety. With the brow re- 
laxed, it is practically impossible to feel worried. Sim- 
ilarly, tensed jaw muscles signal some difficulty or prob- 
lem to the brain; a relaxed jaw gives a sense of ease and 
confidence. 

The hands, “main executive instrument of the 
body,” are involved in almost everything we do. ~Learn- 
ing to relax the hands, when irritated or in a tight spot. 
takes the pressure off. 

The muscles generally should be relaxed at mid- 
morning, again just before lunch, and again in mid-after- 
noon says this Reader’s Digest article. Sid down and 
“jelly” yourself into the most comfortable position. Or 
lie on your back, with arms at your sides. Then check 
key points for tension. brow, abdomen, jaw, hands. 
Tighten each, then let go, allowing the muscle to relax 
itself, 

_Breathing furnishes a valuable control for regulat- 
ing the degree of tension. When a crisis is past, we 
say we can “breathe easier.” But learning to breathe 
easier in the first place prevents tension from forming. 

Hurry is one of the major causes of tension. 
Whenever you feel a sense of hurry—and you can feel 
it even while sitting still — you should deliberately 
slow down. And concentrate ow the specific job at 
hand, instead of an ultimate goal which you may be try-

In the absence of Mr. Bruce 
Broktenshire, Mrs. A. W. Broken- 
shire, vice-chairman, presided pnd 
the discussion on the topic, “The 
Challenge of Dairy Substitutes,” 
was led by Mr, Wm. Brokenshire. 
The forum found the question, al- 
though most important, a difficult 
one to tackle, 

First question -- If dairying were 
seriously injured by the widespread 
use of imitation dairy products 
what effect would this have‘on (a) 
other branches of Canadian agri- 
vulture such as grain, livestock, 
dairy cattle, poultry, fruit and 
vegetables? (b) on the urban con- 
sumer? Answer (a) Less grain 
would be grown and therefore the 
farmer would have to divert his ef- 
forts to livestock, which would in- 
crease the supply of hogs and beef 
thereby flooding the markets and 
causing financial harm to the farm- 
er and shortages of fluid milk, 
butter and cheese. (b) One out of 
six Canadian consumers are de- 
pendant on dairying for their live- 
lihood, which would cause unem- 
ployment, thereby effecting other 
lines of business, 

Question two -- What can the 
farmer do to help meet the chal- 
lenge of dairy substitute? Answer 
-- By reducing production costs 
and increasing advertising. 

Question three -- What is your 
opinion of the legislation in your 
province governing the sale and 
manufacture of edible oll products? 
‘Answer -- The farmer should bring 
more bearing directly to the govern- 
ment in the hope that the people 
would become conscious of the 
benefits of dairy products.

success of the graduates and a 
general desire to encouurage them 
in their future progress, 

Mr. McFadden, due to considera- 
tion for the fact that Mr. Eberlee 
had streamlined the program to al- 
low a maximum of time to inspect 
the new addition to the school, did 
not make a lengthy address, How- 
ever, he did point out a few inter- 
esting facts about the enlarged high 
school area, stating in part thet: 

“The District Area Board consists 
of 21 appointed Trustees. The Coun_ 
cil of the County of Victoria appoint 
one member for a one year term: 
“The Town of Lindsay, three mem- 

bers - one retiring each year The 
Public School Board, Lindsay 
one member, 
The separate School Board, Lindsay 
- one member and each of the other 
Municipal Councils within the aréa 
appoint one member for a term of 
two years. The Board is presently 
administering this School, the Fene- 
lon Falls High School and the Wood- 
ville High School. The transfer of 
the staff and students from Wood- 
ville will follow when this enlarged 
school is completed,” 

“The combined Faculty of the 
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three schools is 36 members and the 
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pupil enrolment 995. In December, 
1950 the pupil enrolment was 839,” 
he continued. “The fundamental 
principle of the formation of the 
school area was to extend higher 
education to a greater number, With 
the increased enrolment in this area | 
since its recent formation {t would 
seem that the enlarged school area 
with its greater selection of options 
is what the parents want for their 
children, It has been said that the 
greatest good for the greatest num- 
ber over the period of time is the 
true definition of Democracy. Ap- 
parently that definition has been 
applied In this area.” 

Mr, McFadden drew special at- 
tention of the audience to the home 
economics department for the girls 
and the shop for metal work and 
woodcraft for the boys, When fully- 
equipped these departments will of- 
fer additional options, heretofore 
not available at L, C. I. He also paid 
tribute to Principal Bberlee, the 
members of his staff and the pupils 
for their whole-hearted co-operation 
and understanding during the con- 
struction operations of the past year. 

At former graduation exercises, 
the school has had some distinguish- 
ed person as guest speaker to leave 
a message with the graduates. This 
year, however, no such speaker was 
present as the feature of the evening 
was a conducted tour through the 
new school. Mr McFadden, there- 
fore left a few words of wisdom with 
the graduates in the form of a verse 
from the “Associated Truck Lines 
Dispatcher” which tells his story 
of the success of H, Gordon Self- 
ridge who built up one of the world’s 
greatest department stores in Lon- 
don, England. This poem, which 
follows, points out the contrast be- 
tween a boss and a leader:

The boss depends upon authority, 

the leader on good-will.

thus far and one topped the scales 
at 50 Ibs This permit allows a quota 
of 10 to be trapped at one time and 
if the nuisance continues the pro- 
perty owner can request further 
trapping when another permit is 
issued _ 


These busy little animals have 
felled poplar trees as large as 18 
inches and more in diameter in order 
to create dams and homes. One 
fermer unexpectedly salvaged a good 
supply of his own wood for fuel and 
{t did not cost him any expense for 
hired help. Should the tree be too 
large to handle this wise animal 
chews it into smaller lengths in or- 
der to roll the log to the desired 
place. If thwarted then, a channel 
is dug whereby water flows in and 
the log is floated outward.

Honey-house 
Information 


A recent news release from the 
Department of Agriculture in Ot- 
tawa has a word about using honey- 
house equipment. 

It states that inefficiency in the 
operation of such honey-house 
equipment as extractors, rotary 
pumps, strainers and settling tanks 
is mainly caused by reduced flow- 
rate of honey at regular tempera- 
tures. 

The flow-rate of honey  .. as 
effected by its density and temper- 
ature . . has been measured by an 
instrument designed by the Central 
Experimental Farm, 

It was found . .. for example. . 
that a medium density honey of 
17-a~d-a-half per cent moisture will 
flow 10 times faster at 100 degrees 
farenheit than it will at 70 degrees. 

A heavy honey of 15 percent mois- 
ture will flow at only one-quarter 
the rate of a medium density honey 
at 100 degrees Fahrenheit, On the 
other hand, a light honey of 20 
percent moisture will flow three 
times faster than a medium density 
honey at the same temperature. 

In general, most honeys will flow 
readily at 95 degrees In order to 
equipment 
more efficiently therefore, the air 
in the honey-house should be kept 
at this level . . . or failing this, 
some auxiliary heat such as a hea- 
ted sump should be used. -BUP

about operations in old age can be 
gathered from the great increase 
in the number of patients 80 years 
old or over during the ten-year 
period; thus in 1942 there were 15 
patients admitted and in 1951 there 
were 79, and in 1951 tahe surgical 
operation, were of greater magni- 
tude.

The factors keeping 
down the death rate in surgical 
treatment of these elderly patients 
are the care given before and after 
operation in regard to nutrition, 
blood, lime, salt and water intake, 
and the use of the antibiotic drugs 
--penicillin, sulfas and others.

In New England Journal of Medi- 
cine, Dr. D. P. Barr, writing on 
health and obesity states: 

“Obesity is both disadvantageous 
and dangerous ... Obesity pre- 
disposes to diabetes, increases the 
tendency to hypertension (high 
blood pressure), favors the devyelop- 
ment of atherosclerosis (fat sub- 
stances which block the blood ves- 
sels) and contributes to heart fail- 
ure, It increases the incidence of 
gallstones. It causes shortness of 
breath on exertion, intolerance to 
heat, and excessive sweating. It 
leads to maceration (softening of 
a solid by soaking), intertrigo 
(chafing of the skin), eczema and 
boils. It lessens the chest capacity 
by decreasing the elastic fibres in 
muscles controlling the breathing, 
causes flat feet, hernia (rupture) 
and arthritis of hips and knees.” 

In every form of physical activity 
it increases the amount of work 
the heart-has to do because the body 
has to lift or carry the extra bur- | 
den of weight caused by every | 
pound of fat. 

Further, it is unesthetic as it 
spoils the shape or curves of the 
body, is socially unacceptable anu 
is psychologically crippling. The 
obese individual always feels that 
he or she is the object of pity or 
derision which lowers their morale 
(inferiority complex). 

“Obesity shortens a life that has 
been made ridiculous and miser- 
able by its presence.” 

As we read about the dangers and 
disadvantages of obesity as outlinél 
by Dr. Barr, we must not forget 
that medical examiners for life In- 
surance companies supply even 
more evidence against obesity as 
a health hazard and life insurance 
companies give personal talks to 
policyholders on these dangers and 
offer a premium of reduced’ rates 
to them if they will reduce their 
weight to normal limits and keep 
it there, Their statisticians remind 
them that every pound of excess 
fat shortens their lives by one year.

Fenelon Falls (PNS (PNS) -- When a 
new school is opened it is consider- 
ed to be an outstanding event, but 
on Friday, December 4th, history 
Was made in Fenelon Falls when 
not one, but two schools were offi- 
cially opened and dedicated. At 
3 p.m. the new public school was 
ofiivially opened by Dr. C. F. Can- 
non, Deputy-minister of Education, 
and at 8 p.m. Premier Leslie M. 
Frost officiated at the formal open- 
ing of the new wing of the Fenelon 
Falls High School. Approximately 
700 people attended the High School 
opering and 250 the Public School 
ceremony. 

Mr. J. E. Barrett, chairman of 
the Public chool Board, presided 
for the afternoon, and in his open- 
ing remarks outlined the steps 
leading up to the building of the 
new school, paying tribute to form- 
er boards, who, realizing the neces- 
sity of a new school, purchased a 


site, and in 1949 presented a plebis- 
cite to the people, receiving a “go 
ahead” with a good majority. In 


the successiul completion of a maj- 
or task credit is due not only to 
the present board but to the pro- 
gressive outlook of citizens and 
former boards who laid the firm 
four-dations. 

'The new public school is a beau- 


tiful functional building, complete- | 


ly modern in its appointments, 


which are almost perfection. There | 


are six classrooms, each with a sink 
and plenty of cupboards for stor- 
age, green chalkboards and large 
windows. On dull days non glare 
lights take over. There is a large 
gymnasium which in a few minutes 
can be changed into an auditorium, 
a modern office which doubles as 
the men teacher's room, a music 
room and a lady teachers’ room 
which doubles as a kitchen. Here 
an electric stove has been installed 
and cupboards will be built as a 
project of an enterprising Home and 
School Association, The primary 
room is equipped with facilities to 
delight the little folk as well as 
augment their education. The mod- 
ern heating plant is oil fired and 
the air purifier 1s worthy of men- 
tion.

Television reception in Lindsay 
may be revolutionized if an experi- 
ment now being carried out is suc- 
cessful. 

The experiment is being carried 
out by Mr. Earl Kennedy and it 
employs the use of the Lindsay 
Water Commission’s tower at the 
western limits of the town. The 
test being made is one which Mr. 
Kennedy hopes will pave the way 
toward improved television recep- 
tion for everyone in Lindsay and 
improve the landscape by making 
unnecessary so many individual 
television aerials. 

Mr. Kennedy denies emphatically 
that selfish interests are involved 
and, while the plan is a long range 
one and would require considerable 
negotiation, he says he is motivated 
purely by a desire to improve tele- 
vision reception facilities in Lind- 
say. 

Mr. Kennedy says he has received 
permission from the Water Com- 
mission to erect a test aerial on 
the tower and this was done under 
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fayorable weather conditions Tues- 
day. First reception from the 137- 
foot high tower is being received 
at the home of Dr. J. Ross, Kent 
St. W., who lives an estimated 500 
feet from the tower. 

Mr, Kennedy told ‘The Post” 
this afternoon that reception 
from Toronto was “ten times 
better than anything he has 
yet seen in Lindsay.” Ameri- 
can signaJs are also reported to 
have come in well and further 
tests are planned daily. 

The originator of the idea, which 
he says has been in his mind for 
two years, states that it might re- 
quire an irvestment of $70,000 to 
put water tower television antenna 
service into operation.

Grant increases 


To Poll Clerks, 
Deputy ROs 


The Deputy Returning Officers 
and the Poll Clerks who worked on 
this week’s municipal elections are 
going to get a raise in pay, Town 
Council decided last night. The rate 
had previously been $8 and $6, and 
will now be $10 and $8. 

Town Clerk Allely said that when 
| he was preparing for the elections 
this year local people who had work- 
ed on these jobs before were very 
co-operative and only four had to be 
that some had mentioned that the 
people had “been glad to act” but 
that some had mentioned tha the 
money paid for services to the 
D.R.O.’s and Poll Clerks was “out of 
line with what was being paid in 
other municipalities.” 

Mr. Allely said that a survey of 
some 50 communities in Ontario 
| Showed that for D_R.O.’s three paid 
$7, eight paid $8, four paid $9, nine- 
teen paid $10, two paid $11, seyen 
paid $12 and another seven paid 
upwards of $20. The money paid 
to the Poll Clerks in the above com- 
munities, he said, was generaly be- 
| low that of the DR.O. by $2.00 He 
said, too, that there was no bylaw 
| fixing what money should be paid 
these people. 

In Lindsay three years ago the 
rates had been D. R. O $7, and 
Poll Clerks $5, and had been raised, 
he stated to $8 and $6. 

He said that the election workers 
put in “up to 11 hours on election 
| day” and were paid a total of $361 
last year. He said the election 
this year would cost between $500 
and $600. 

Mr. Breese felt that the “D.R.O. 
held responsible jobs, but are not 
paid the equivalent of unskilled la- 
bour”, with which council agreed. 

Mayor-elect Hick said he had been 
around to the polls on election day 
and noted the long hours and fine 
job being done there. 

Ald. Harrigan said he thought the 
present rates too low and they 
“ought to be brought into line”. 

It was moved by Ald. Breese se- 
conded by Ald Harrigan, that the 
new rate, including this year’s el- 
ection. be $10 for the DR.O.’s and 
$8, to the Poll Clerks. 

Mr. Allely stated that even with 
the raise the election costs would 
be within the amount budgeted for

A Nurso Crop 
Is Worth Consideration 

‘The influence of a nurse crop on 
new seedings 1s worth some serious 
consideration by farmers. In obtain- 
ing good stands of legume-grass 
mixtures for hay, silage or pasture 
the influence is often an important 
one. é 

The forage crop must compete 
with the nurse crop for light, mois- 
ture and nutrients in the year of 
seeding. A release from the infor- 
mation service of the Department of 
Agriculture in Ottawa has some 
valuable data on the experiments. 
An experiment on nurse crop man~ 
agement recently initiated by the 
Division of Field Husbandry soils 
and agricultural engineering at the 
Central Experimental farm has had 
some surprising results. % 

It produced a yield of alfalfa 
without any nurse crop which was 
17-point-three percent greater than 
that obtained by seeding down with 
oats at the rate of two and half 
bushels per acre. 

In addition during the year of 
seeding, the alfalfa crop produced a 
yleld of point-97 tons per acre. 
Where oats were used as a nurse 
crop at two and a half bushels per 
acre, however, a yield of 65 bushels 
per acre was obtained in the year 
of seeding. 

Also . , . in fields where weed 
control is a problem, the nurse crop 
woul be expected to provide a con- 
siderable protection against weeds 
during the estabishment of the new

Black Widow Spider 


The poisonous black widow spider 
is usually associated with the 
countries of South America, or 
the Southern States, but it also 
exists in Canada 

The Black Widow type Is found 
in Vancouver Island and Southern 
British Columbia, in Southern Al- 
berta, Southwestern Saskatchewan 
and the extreme South of Ontario. 


Other names , . . such as th 


Hour-Glass Spider or Shoe-Button 
Spider are also used for the Black 
Widow. The adult female is coal 
black except for a crimson or yel- 
lowish red mark on the underside of 
the body, It is usually shaped like 
an hour glass... 
look like two small triangles . _ 
sometimes the colored spot is no- 
thing more than a long frregular 
smudge. The spider is usually about 


n inch and a half long. 


The Black Widow is found most 
often in darkened places such as 
in empty rodent burrows, under 
logs, in cellars, in garages or in 


arden trash, 


The female is usually found with 
the web in a corner near the ground. 
They are most abundant in the late 
summer and early fall _ 


or may vary to

most dangerous when the female is 
guarding the eggs which are kept 
in a water-proof silken sac. 

"The Black Widows have two pol- 
son glands each attached to the 
fangs. The male spiders haye the 
same venom distributors, but no 
poison is given off by them 

The poison secreted by the females 
is a neurotoxin... . that is .. tt 
poisons the nervous system. 

The poison is extremely toxic, bub 
the spider does not always inject 
the entire contents of the venom 1s 
not always enough to kill a per- 
son, and the severity of the reaction 
in man depends on these factors: 
the amount of venom injected _ . 
age and condition of the patient . . 
age and condition of the spider... 
part of the body bitten . . locality 
in which the bite was received . . 
the degree of immunity in the per- 
son bitten , _. and the treatment 
given. 2 

Strong, healthy adults rarely die 
from the bites, Sometimes the bite 
is not felt, but shows up as two red 
marks, with reddish swelling around 
it. The pain lasts for 12 to 48 hours 
and is at its worst about the third 
hour.

‘The results of an experiment, con- 
ducted over a six-year period, de- 
signed’to study the effect of differ- 
ent rates of seeding oats, have also 
been carefully noted. 

The yields of a succeeding alfalfa 
crop have shown that oat yields 
increased progressively with each in- 
crease in the rate of seeding from 
one-and-a-half bushels to three 
bushels per acre.

Around Shoe Company's Plant 


Now Employing 


The opening of the Bata Shoe 
Company Ltd.'s retail store in Lind- 
say creates interest in the firm's 
Canadian background In order that 
Lindsay people might have a more 
‘ntimate knowledge of the company's 

evelopment in Canada the follow- 
ing information on the company’s 
chief executive and the industrial 
village of Batawa, Ontario has been 
compiled from company records: 

“Among the first on the site of 
establishment for the BATA Shoe 
Company home, factory and com- 
munity, was the youthful and vig- 
orous Thomas Bata II, a Canadian 
citizen, who took over responsibility 
of the World-Wide BATA organiza- 
tion when he arrived here to direct: 
Canadian operations. Then little 
more than 25 years of age, he is now 
38 and no less vigorous as he travels 
to all parts of the world in the in- 
terest of BATA developments. 

“During the war, Thomas Bata 
personally directed the defence pro- 


| gram assigned to his plant, and also | 


served ns an officer in the Hastings 
Prince Edward Reserves -- an active 
member of Rotary International, he 
became widely known as a public 
speaker, Few men are more widely 
travelled than this keen young in- 
dustrialist, 

“In 1939, when the Bata Shoe 
Company of Canada, Limited, was 
established, the site for the new 
industrial community was selected 
as Trent Valley and as soon as land 
options were completed for the 
necessary 1,500 acres, building oper- 
ations began. 

“First five-storey daylight plant 
and engineering building which now 
houses 1,000 employees, then the 
housing projects followed by the 
community centre, post office, shop- 
| ping centre, churches and schools, 
Sport fields have since been added.

Incentive for pride in this field of 
endeavour comes from annual com- 
petition in lawns and gardens.

His | 
only opponent, Elmo Curtis, con- | 
ceded defeat efter only one quarter | 
of the polls had reported. | 

In Guelph, Harry Worton won | 
his third ccnsecutive term by de- | 
feating James Heffernan, who 
served six years as alderman. | 

In Sudbury, Dan Jessup won a| 
third term by defeating W. S. Bea- | 
ton, who was mayor from 1941 to 
1951. 

In Sault Ste. Marie, Herbert 
Smale, a locomotive engineer, de- | 
featec Peter King, a former alder- | 
man, to hold his post. 

In Stratford, Lawrence Feick re- 
tained his seat with a three thous- 
and vote margin over C. H, Meier. 

In St. Thomas, electors gave | 
Mayor Thomas Currah his fifth | 
term with a margin of more than | 
one thousand over Alderman Dr, 
M. B. Ryckman. 

Mayor Bernadette Smith was re- | 
elected in Woodstock, and in Leam- 
ington Mrs. Grace McFarland de- | 
feated the challenger, Robert May- 
hhew, by a three to one margin. 

In the Peterborough election, | 
Mayor Hugh Waddell was defeated | 
in a try for a third term by Norman 
Graham, twice-elected a city alder- | 
man. 

And in Brantford, Alderman Reg- | 
inald Cooper unseated Mayor How- 
ard Winter, who was trying for a 
fifth term.

An invitation of the Lindsay 
Hydro Commission to the struck 
employees to meet with them was 
rejected on Tuesday at 1 p.m.

Mr. Lightbody, on behalf of the 
Commission, told the employees 
that the Commission was offering 
to meet with any or all of the em- 
ployees and that the Union repre- 
sentatives were welcome to sit in on 
the meeting but were not to tak> 
part in the discussion, i.e., that the 
Commission weren't — recognizing 
the Union as bargaining agent. 

This offer was rejected by the 
men, since they backed up Mr. S. A. 
Little’s statement to a man that 
the only thing that they had asked 
for thus far was simple recognition 
of their union and of Mr. Kitchen as 
their bargaining agent.

We have just received a copy of 
Manual” published by of the

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SPEED IS KILLER — CRIPPLER 
352 DEATHS IN SIX MONTHS 

During the first six months of 1952, there were 
29,267 traffic accidents in Ontario, resulting in the 
death of 352 persons and bringing injuries to T ALG 
others, according to the latest Ontario Department 
of Highways report. 

The most startling fact in these figures is that the 
Jargest number of accidents happened on clear days 
and in daylight, on dry and straight road surfaces, 
and when the drivers involved had not been drinking. 
The greatest killer and crippler was excessive speed. 

Accidents in Toronto and suburbs accounted for 
27.2 per gmt of the over-all Ontario total 

Most fatalities involved pedestrians struck down 
by cars—2,329 accidents of this type were reported 
with 125 persons killed and 2,194 injured. 

There were 19,427 collisions between cars, with 
74 persons killed and 2,804 injured. Collisions be- 
tween cars and trains numbered 214 with 27 persons 
killed and 55 injured. And 46 motorists collided with 
horsedrawn yehicles, resulting in one death and 11 
injuries. 

More than 21,000 drivers involved in accidents 
were between 25 and 40 years of age. Drivers over 
65 had the fewest accidents of all. And 46,202 drivers 
in accidents were men, compared with 2,894 women. 
Most drivers admitted to more than five years’ driving 
experience, —The Labour Leader

We are not accustomed to writing obituary tri- 
butes; there are few men whose deathe can cause 
any honest mourning outside their families. And that 
ig why the words come hard and rough-edged when 
we try to say something about the passing of Dylan 
Thomas, who died in New York early last month; he 
quit this life suddenly, at the age of 29 and in a strange 
land, and the news of his death came with the shock 
of a physical blow. ' 

When statesmen die, there are others to haggle 
over the affairs of nations; when men of science die, 
there are others to ferret out the hidden formulae and 
equations; when merchant princes die, there are others 
just as crafty to do the buying and selling. But when 
a poet dies, who is there to sing the songs he would 
have sung? 

The world was robbed when Dylan Thomas died, 
robbed of a yoice that was only approaching its full 
richness, of a mind that teemed with visions of beauty 
still unrevealed, of a man who used words with joy 
and imagination and who would have been a poet in 
any age or jand because of the things he had to say.

Some day we hope to meet the wise and witty 
person who produces the “Press Fillers’ sent out by the 
Information Services Division of the Department of _ 
National Health and Welfare to the editors of newspap- 
ere and magazines. December's batch of Fillers has 
arrived, and we are happy to report that it is well up 
to the usual] standard. 

The Fillers consist mainly of advice on how to stay 
alive and in reasonably good health, which is given in a 
frank, man-to-man way -- “If your work entails handling 
or being near machinery, take advantage of all the 
safety devices for your protection.” Sometimes the 
writer is content to make a blunt statement, letting 
the chips fall where they may: “Dental cavities develop 
very raul if not checked and filled when they first 
appear.” Sometimes a new and startling thought is em- 
bedded in a fine bit of understatement: “If a youngster 
dislikes his medicine, it helps if it is given to him when 
he ig busy at play. Ifa little jam or other pleasant treat 
will disguise the taste, it is a good idea to add it.” And 
sometimes there is irony, its shrewdness barely conceal- 
ed: "Skiing brings a regular winter crop of broken bones, 
caused by accidents which are often unavoidable; the 
beginner who tries hills and jumps beyond his training 
and e jence is asking for trouble-and frequently 
meets i 

There seems to be no limit on clinical subject- 
matter, and restricted only by. his concern for the na- 
tion's health, thé writer is given plenty of platitude.

SIR BENEGAL RAU 

The death of Sir Benegal Rau at the age of sixty 
six deprives the world of a great jurist, a wise political 
thinker and a spokesman of India who made a deep im- 
pression on the Western World. He came of a dis- 
tinguished Indian family, he was a profoundly cultured 
man in the sense that his intellectual interests and his 
sympathies were almost universal, and he 
notable posts in the service of his country. 

He became a fiure of world prominence when he 
served as India’s permanent delegate to the United Na- 


held many 


tions in the early and middle period of the Korean War, 
Many Western people were irked, at that time, by India’s 
aloof and almost Olympian detachment from that fierce 
struggle. Some felt that Indian neutralism, which look- 
ed like a rejection of the whole political philosophy of 
UN, deprived India of any right to be listened to on 
Korean issues. Yet there was no doubt of the total sin- 
cerity and prophetic insight of Sir Benegal’s contribu- 
tions to the UN debates. 

He warned that the crossing of the 38th paralle) 
would inevitably bring Communist China into the fight; 
and this prediction, of course, proved to be accurate. 
Once China was involved, he used all his influence 
prevent the spreading of the war in the Chinese main- 
land. He held to the opinion that friendly relations with 
Mao Tse-tung, who in his view 
puppet, were possible. This appraisal is not yet conf{irm- 
ed by events but it may be in time. 

The wisdom of India is sometimes inscrutable to 
Western eyes but its value to mankind is not to be doubt- 
ed. Slight and frail Sir Benegal, with his fine head and 
sensitive features, embodied it in a memorable way

Christmas Turkey 
There will be lots of turkeys for 
Christmas, but some of the stores 
are not certain what the price of 
them will be. The quality should 
be good and from the many flocks 
of them we've seen they looked like 
fine birds, For the small family It 
pays to buy a large turkey which 
is cut in two --half for Christmas 
and the other half for New Years. 
Cover the dressing of the bird with 
parchment paper or foil and the 
turkey will cook just as well as if 
it were whole Some say to put the 
breast up while others say it keeps 
the juices in better when faced 
down. For a 7 to 9 pound turkey al- 
low two and  one-haf to three 
hours. For 10 to 14 pounds al- 
low 3 to 3 3-4 hours to cook, For 15 
to 18 pounds allow 4 to 4%2 hours. 
For 19 to 24 pounds allow 4% to 
5% hours cooking time. For the 
final 45 minutes of cooking time, 
fold back the aluminum foil or 
parchment and allow the turkey to 
brown.

Lamb At Peak 

August through November are 
the best months in peak production 
of lamb in Canada. There is no bet- 
ter time to buy lamb than when 
it is plentiful, and when the prices 
are resultingly low. The meat sold 
in the shops as lamb usually comes 
from animals which are up to ap- 
proximately 12 months of age. If 
the animal is over 12 months, it 
is spoken of as mutton. 

Lamb is not graded for quality 
in any province in Canada except 
Saskatchewan and there it 
must be graded and ribbon branded, 

One favorite is the shoulder roast. 
It may be boned and stuffed in a 
most attractive manner, or It can 
be rolled and roasted as rolled shoul- 
der of lamb 

The home economists say that 
you toast lamb as you do tender 
meat. That is roast it on a rack in 
an open pan, add no water and 
keep the oven temperature slow 
throughout the entire cooking time. 

Cooking Hints 

Be sure to turn the roast from 
time to time for even cooking. Bone- 
Jess roasts will take a few minutes 
longer in the oven for each pound 
than roasts with the bone left in. 
Generally, though, the times are 40 
to 45 minutes per pound for boneless 
roasts and 30 to 35 minutes per 
pound for roasts with the bone left 
in. 

Any of the cuts of lamb which are 
sold as roasts may be cut up for 
chops or steaks, For instance, the 
shoulder may be cut {nto shoulder 
chops. the loin into loin chops and 
tho leg into leg steaks. 

These chops and steaks may be 
pan fried, broiled or baked. It is 
important to remember that lamb 
chops . , like beef steaks .. . are 
offen sold in different thicknesses. 

Some are about half an inch... 
while others may be one inch thick. 
It takes about three to five minutes 
to cook lamb chops that are half 
an inch thick. 

To bake them, first brown the 
chops one minute on each side on 
the top of the stove using @ heavy 
frying pan, Then place them in 
the oven on the center rack and 
bake until they're tender, This takes 
ahout 14 to 16 minutes for an Inch 
chop... and elght to 10 minutes 
for half inch chops. 

The flanks and shanks are ordin- 
arily sold for stew meat or ground 
up and sold as lamb patties, Many 
retailers now sell Jamb fronts as 
“Jamb in the basket.” It's the front 
of lamb sold In two different ways. 
It may contain a small shoulder 
roast, about three shoulder chops 
and the neck for use as stew meat 
Or it may contain blade and shqul- 
der chops, the neck and breast for 
stew but not for roast,

Nothing To It! 

| The experts figure that you can

freeze, pre-cooked foods, temper- 
ature-controlled range, an auto- 
matic dish-washer, and a husband, 

It took our ancestral mothers 
three to four days to prepare the 
dinner, And usually the cook had 
to shoot he! own turkey. She had 
to clean and dress it, The modern 
cook does not have to grind her own 
meal, make her own hominy, grow 
the pumpkin for the pie, or pick her 
own raspberries. 

One New York food authority says 
there's no doubt about {t, the mo- 
dern housewife is better off than 
her great-grand-mother. Brobeck 
says today's housewife works AS 
hard as the one of the late 19th or 
early 20th century, 

Miss Brobeck, a home economist 
and cookbook writer, explains -- 
“our grandmothers didn't have all 
the labor savers. But they had 
something else -- a lot of help from 
cousins, aunts and children.” 

Now, says Miss Brobeck, a WO- 
man's lucky if she can get hubby 
to stack dishes In the dishwasher. 

Let's do a comparison of the 
work the 18th century woman put. 
into the holiday feast . , .and the 
time it takes you. 

The 18th century woman cleaned, 
dressed, and then cooked the wild 
turkey and other fowl on the hearth 
or in a chimney oven. It took all 
day. If hominy were to be on the 
menu, it took half a day of sim- 
mering to tenderize Indian corn. 

Fruit pies were baked on a shovel 
in the fireplace. 

In the 18th century, it took the 
housewife three times as long to 
roast and bake as it does today. In 
the large colonial homes, a separate 
building housed the kitchen where 
the wood -- and later coal ranges 
were kept going all day long. 

Pies were baked ahead Hams, 
turkey and other fowl all went onto 
the table, and all took long hours 
in preparation. 

But even as late as the turn of 
the century, it took two or three 
days of advance cooking for Christ- 
mas, ; 

And then came today’s appliances 
and foods ready or nearly ready to 
serve. If she has a deep freeze, the 
homemaker now can have fixed 
virtually the whole holiday meal in 
advance, stored it in the freezer, and 
Just waited for time to heat it up 
| and serve. 

Or, even without the deep freeze, 
cooking is simpler. Cranberry sauce 
| comes right out of the can, if the 
housewife doesn't want to make her 
own. She can bake her pies from 
canned fruit ...or buy the ready- 
to-serve pie. Rolls are ready to 
serve, or need a few minutes more 
of baking 

Turkeys come ready to stuff, stuf- 
fing comes ready to use, with the 
addition of a bit of butter or mar- 
garine. 

Undoubtedly modern methods 
have aided the cook But cooking 
authorties say the dinner still will 
take the four to seven hours. . . 
or as long as the turkey takes to 
roast. That is, unless you're really 
simplifying things .. , and buying 
the turkey ready for the table.

The annual harvest of Christmas 
trees is now in full swing. District 
Forester A. B. Wheatley says, “This 
demand is increasingly being sup- | 
plied by means of trees that were | 
planted for this purpose, Scotch 
Pine popularity and preference in- 
dicates that the market will be | 
supplied with this species to an 


| ever increasing extent,” 


“The sandy ridge which extends 
across the County of Durham and 


| Northumberland in an east and 


west line, a mile or two north of 


| Pontypool tc an east and west line 


almost as far south as Kirby now 
supplies quantities of trees meas- 
ured upwards to a hundred thous- 
and or more per year. Many of 
these trees are covered by export. 
permits and reach such American 
cities as Buffalo, Cleveland, De- 
troit, etc. In addition, many trees 
will teach Toronto and other local 


| markets, 


“The orderly growing and mar- 
keting of Christmas trees is one 
which provides a sizeable income 


| from otherwise idle land,” the dis- 


trict forester continnes “It re- 
quires from five to eight years to 
grow satisfactory stock, and an 
acre of land may produce upwards 
to 1200 trees, under favourable con- 
ditions. 

“A cultured product usually pro- 
duces a more Gesirable form of tree. 
This enterprise will tend to decrease 
the cutting of naturally grown trees 
on the rougher and more difficult 
lands found in the north; such 
areas are more difficult to plant. 
It therefore may be expected that 
the rough forest lands farther 
north, where re-establishment of 
forest cover is more difficult, will 
be called upon to supply a decreas- 
ing number of trees for the Christ- 
mas tree trade. 

“Scotch Pine trees, when cut as 


|ler and group for the pleasant after- jearly/as November 1st, will maintain 


good appearance and hold their 
leaves through the Christmas sea- 
son. Spruce and Balsam will shed 


| their leaves after a much shorter 
period once they are placed in the 


warmth of a living room; when 


| these are cut too early -- say more 


| than two to three weeks before | 
Christmas -- the tree usually has | 
shed most of its leaves on the living | 
room floor’ by the time it has been 
relieved of its “gifts.” 

“It is almost impossible,” the 
Forester said in conclusion, “to 
identify a tree with its stump once 
it has been hauled away to market. 
Too frequently irresponsible persons 
have, under cover of darkness, cut 
trees without authority from plan- 
tations or woodlot, even decorative 
trees from around buildings. It is

Says Population Count 


Lindsay's Assessment Commis- 
sioner Harold Baty says some re-~ 
sistance was experienced in his de- 
partment’s effort to get a correct 
count of the population of Lindsay 
this year. Mr. Baty made the dis- 
closure in his annual report of the 
department which he has now filed 
with Council. Reason for the re- 
sistance, he suggests, lies in the 
fact thet there is a popular belief 
that taxes and water rates, also 
income and poll tax might be af- 
fected by giving such information 
im full. The increase since the 1951 
census amounts to 2.56 or 2.67, he 
declares. (The 1951 census gave 
the population as 9587 ... the 
Assessment Department's 1953 fig- 


dicts a population of 18,000 in five 
years.) 

In his report, Mr. Baty calls par- 
ticular attention to the proportion 
of assessed values as between the 
three main categories of realty. “If 
we take into consideration the 
business assessment the combined 
assessed value of professiona] and 
commercial and industrial proper- 
ties now show 37.8 per cent while 
residential property remains high 
at 62.22 per cent,” he points out. 

‘The assessment commissioner ad- 
yocates a revision of the wards at 
this time in view of the probable 
expansion of the town so as to facil- 
itate setting up of the tax rolls to 
automatically absorb such expan- 
sion. A review of street names 50 
as to eliminate confusion and in- 
convenience due to similarity ap- 
pears desirable, he adds. 

Taking a look into the future, Mr. 
Baty observes: “The department 
has a consiverable volume of work 
to accomplish by way of preparing 
land value maps, recording and tab- 
ulating of property transfer and 
checking of the property cards to 
| bring them up to date, in addition 
to the nornial work of the depart- 
ment. This department is the nat- 
ural source of a considerable amount 
of statistical information and will 
be looked to for such information 
by such bodies as the Planning 
Board and its various sub-commit- 
tees, School Boards, etc.”

The two reports were a joint en- 
tineer effort of Peterborough’s 
Jack Kean and Victoria's H. D. 
Wilford. 

Total cost of the causeway was 
estimated at $192,000, Assuming the 
department of highways gave their 
approval and granted the usual 80 
per cent subsidy, each of the two 
countries would have to ralse 
$19,200. 

“This estimate {is exclusive of 
any cost which might be entailed by 
federal requirements, such as a! 
swing span on high-level bridge,” 
said County Engineer Kean, “but 
it is reasonable to assume that any- 
thing such as this would be financed 
by the federal government.” 

Victoria county workmen took 
some sounding in 1949, along the 
centre line of the proposed cause- 
way, which corresponds with the 
centre line of the old floating bridge 
that was broken up many years 
ago The soundings indicated an

western foundation wall. Added to 
this a light spot in the grass where 
a colony house once stood and a 
score of bricks scattered for 30 or 
40 feet efst of the house where 
they were hurled from the chimney. 

Once inside the destruction 
wrought by storm is more distres- 
sing. Curtains and blinds are ripped 
to shreds, the floors are littered 
with glass, panels are missing from 
doors and great cracks appear in 
the plastered walls.

He was an agent selling 
farm implements and wanted com- 
munication with the railway sta- 
tion At his own expense Stephen 
supplied the equipment and the 
cost of installation of a telephone 
to the Grand Trunk Railway sta- 
tion and at his own home. He had 
to pay the railway for the privilege 
of doing it. 

Miss Sisson’s life has been cheer- 
fully spent in looking after others. 
caring for her mother through a 
long illness and each of her brothers 
and sisters in turn. She still does 
@ great deal of work for the church 
and missions. Two weeks ago at the 
annual bazaar there were many 
knitted articles sold which were the 
product of her busy fingers. She 
has always been active in Red Cross 
work and the WI. Until a few 
years ago she taught a class in St, 
Paul's Sunday school. Right now, 
she is busy with Christmas plans, 
knitting and sewing gifts for her 
numerous nieces and nephews and 
their families.

Christmas produce such as tur- 
keys, frults and vegetables also have 
taken on q different appearance this 
year due to the advent of the new 
plastle, Enclosed in clear plastic 
coverings, turkeys, the makers point 
out ,may now be carefully examin- 
ed without being subjected to direct, 
contact handling. 


There are many other items in 
the range of 1953 Christmas mer- 
chandise which have been made 
more attractive by the protective 
packaging material and the manu- 
facturers say they “haven't begun 
to explore its full potential.”

“Let us all do our part in making 
this a Merry Christmas and a Happy 
New Year” he said, continuing that 
“now that winter is with us and the 
holiday season fast approaching, all 
motorists and citizens are urged to 
take extra safety precautions, 
Should a serious aceldent occur and 
some person be injured, it would 
mar Christmas not only for that 
person, but possibly for many 
others:

SCARLET FEVER ISOLATION 

Parents of schoo! children in Port Hope are worried 
about the incidence of scarlet fever in the town. They 
are mainly concerned because they suspect that some 
children are not being kept at home for the full isolation 
period: 

After receiving many telephone calls from anxious 
people, we got in touch with the United Counties Health 
Unit. Dr. Horner gave us information which may ex- 
plain apparent violations of quarantine. 

The isolation period for a case of scarlet fever is 21 
days, but Dr. Horner pointed out that the actual period 
may be cut shorter by circumstances. For instance, if a 
case were a week old before a doctor was called and

The cells were viewed by mem- 
bers of council and a representative 
of “The Post." They found a foul, 
strong fetid sme)! in the fairly-small 
room and empty cigarette boxcs 
and paper on the floor. Besides this, 
there were several tin btickets of 
human wastage sitting about. 

Ald. J. McQuarrie broached the 
subject of the cells’ condition to 
council, since he had been ap- 
proached by persons who said they 
were dirty. “I think it is up to us 
to see they're In good condition,” 
he told Council. 

Mayor Chas. Lamb exclaimed 
that “.... after seeing that...I 
never saw cells in this condition in 
my life. The cells should be clean- 
ed, disinfected and painted. I 
wouldn’t put a dog in there tonight 
-- not if T thought anything of 
the dog! Those pails of -- stuff -- 
haven't been emptied for weeks,” 
The retiring Mayor said he would 
move to have them cleaned up. 
This was immediately seconded by 
Reeve Richard Butler. 

Someone asked whose job it was 
to see they are clean. 

Reeve Butler said that he imag- 
ined it was the job of the care- 
taker at the Town Hall. 

Alc. Baker said a sign in the 
cells says that they are supposed 
to be inspected by Police every 
morning and a report made to the 
Chief of Police, 

“We have a caretaker here to do 
the job,” said Reeve Butler. 

“This has nothing to do with 
Town Hall employees. I wouldn't 
ask the caretaker to empty those 
pails.” said Ald. Baker. 

“Why has Chief Hunter the sign 
on the door that they're inspected 
every morning at 7 a.m.?” (if 
they're not), asked Mayor Lamb. 

Reeve Butler suggested a motion 
be made to hand over the matter to 
the Police Department, where, Ald. 
Baker reminded him, |t ought to 
be, 

“I will,” said Mayor Lamb, and, 
seconded by Ald.

CAN AND WILL CIGARETTE MANUFACTURERS 
DO SOMETHING TO REMOVE DANGER? 

Recent serious allegations by sections of the medical 
profession concerning the relation of cigarette smoking 
to cancer of the lung constitute a challenge to the cig- 
arétte manufacturing industry. Just how serious this 
challenge is may be conceived by reading the following 
excerpt from a statement delivered to a science sympos- 
ium in New York: \ > 

“Prolonged and heavy use of cigarettes increases up 
to 20 times the risk of developing cancer of the lung,” de- 
clared Dr. Ernest L. Wynder of Memorial Center's Sloan- 
Kettering Institute for Cancer Research. ' 

He and other medical men spoke on “The Cigarette” 
before the greater New York dental meeting Tuesday. 

He reported that a survey of 1,000 men suffering 
ne cancer showed only 1.5 per cent were non-smokers.

ing habits of more than 5,000 lung cancer sufferers in 


the United States, England, Germany, Switzerland, Den- 
mark and Czechoslovakia, he said. 

The cigarette-manufacturing industry cannot af- 
ford to ignore such serious charges for two reasons: (1) 
the industry will eventually suffer from the unfavorable 
publicity and (2) it has a very clear responsibility to- 
ward the people who use this narcotic to see that every- 
thing possible is done to protect them from physical 
injury ....a responsiblity which would, it seems, 
attract the attention of health authorities if it is neglect- 
ed. 

While on the subject of health authorities (feder- 
a] and provincial) such statements as have been made in 
New York must lead citizens to wonder just how effec- 
time these bodies are. Why is it, they must be asking 
themselves, if cigarette smoking is such a dangerous 
habit, that the authorities have not made some Official 
pronouncements on the subject? Surely political influ- 
ences would not silence provincial or federal authorities 
on #2ch 2 vital issue. 


POSTAL RATE INCREASE THE MASTER BLOW 

The people of Canada were shocked earlier this 
week to learn that the Government of the country had 
authorized an increase in postal rates which many 
people consider to be exorbitant in the light of circum- 
stances. 

The decision to increase the rates is the master blow 
in a se reverses suffered by a patient public. 
First the people in urban areas had inflicted upon them 
a great reduction in postal delivery service and now 
they are told they are to be further penalized by charg- 
ing them more for poorer service. 

People living in rural areas have tared little better 
since, while their service has shown no marked improve- 
ment, they are booked to pay the increased rates just 
like those in urban zones. Their lot may be made some— 
what easier to bear by reason of the fact that if their 
service has not been improved to give some justifica- 
tion for the increase, at least they have not been mal- 
treated by having their service slashed and being charg- 
ed extra for impaired delivery. 

It is perhaps fortunate that no aspiring members of 
the present government made the proposed postal rate 
increase a plank in their election platform last August. 
—fortunate for them that is.

OTHERS SAY 


RESTORE POSTAL EFFICIENCY 

_ The principal advantage of higher postal rates in 
Canada after April 1 next year will be that airmail ser- 
vice within the country will be provided, where available, 
at ordinary rates. That is an advance in efficiency on 
a national basis. But it is being achieved at the cost of 
efficiency in local, urban mail deliveries. Trans-Canada 
air transport for first class mail has been in at least 
partial effect for some time with additional cost to the 
Post Office Department. Savings were made, however, 
owing to the one delivery per day in most cities, includ- 
ing Toronto. That saving also made possible the wage 
increase to postal workers, an increase which has public 
approval. 

But with the national postal rate going up to five 
cents and the local delivery rate up to four cents the 
postal department is under an obligation to restore 
former efficiency in the latter field. A recent shift of 
Toronto areas to different postal zones has resulted, for 
instance, in making the once-a-day delivery in the after- 
noon instead of the morning, as formerly. This is 
having the effect of delaying the exchange of correspon- 
dence by a full day—a backward step in metropolitan 
postal service. 

Higher postage costs and less service are not con- 
sonant with the obligations of the post office to citizens. 
The post-office is not supposed to be a revenue-produc- 
ing department. Its proper function is to provide an 
essential public service at cost. Part of the essential 
quality of that service is prompt delivery. Unless urban 
deliveries are improved, the higher local rates cannot 
mean anything else than that Finance Minister Abbott 


js in course of changing the post office into a revenue- 


producing service, without regard to serving public 
need. 

In debating the new rates members of Parliament 
need not pay too much attention to post office surpluses. 
They are irrelevant, in the circumstances, to the recent 
deterioration in local delivery methods. There seems to 
be little point in jacking up postal costs to make airmail 
available at ordinary rates when local deliveries are as 
late as early evening and continue on a once-a-day 
basis. —The Globe & Mail 


THAT GUARANTEED WAGE, 

At a meeting at Brantford, Ontario, 300 leaders of 
Canadian locals of the United Auto Workers’ union 
were told by Emil Mazey of Detroit, secretary-treasurer 
of the international union, that “We must have, and 
we-will obtain, the guaranteed annual wage.” Support- 
ing his demand, Mazey told the union leaders that the 
low income earners have virtually no “liquid savings” 
and thus “have no cushion to fall back on when unem- 
ployment hits.” 

The top echelon of the UAW may have some good 
reasons to back their demand for a guaranteed annual 
wage, but for the record it must be pointed out that the 
fact that low income earners have no “liquid sayings” is. 
an argument against, not for, the guaranteed annual 
wage for auto workers. a 

The guaranteed annual wage can be provided only 
if the employer creates in good times a special fund out 
of which his unemployed workers may draw their wages 
in bad times. The steel workers union has already 
made this clear in the suggestion that employers pay 10 
cents an hour into such a fund. But such payment by 
the employer must simply be added to the price he 
charges for his goods. That is, the public must provide 
the fund through higher consumer prices. 

The low income earners for whom Mr. Mazey is 
concerned are not now eligible for government unem- 
ployment insurance benefits, though they pay part of 
the cost of such benefits through federal taxes. Nor 
could this large group—in fact, the majority of work- 
ers— obtain the guaranteed annual wage sought by 
steel and auto workers. But if the steel or auto work- 
ers gain a guaranteed annual wage, and raise the prices 
of their products in the process, the low income earners 
will provide some of the necessary funds. For the re- 
cord it must be said, therefore, that Mr. Mazey has pro- 
pounded an argument against, not for, the guaranteed 
annual wage. —St. Thomas Times-Journal. 


SNOBBERY AT OTTAWA 

Canadians appreciate dignity at the top levels of 
their national life. 
least of all that which discriminates against Canadians 
themselves. There is, unfortunately. a wide streak of 
such snobbery at Ottawa. Most of the time, it stays 
underground, but occasionally it comes up to the sur- 
face; for example, at the Garrison Ball on Friday even- 
ing, when debutantes of that city were presented to 
Governor-General Massey. 

Ostensibly to improve the tone of the event, Cana- 
dian photographers were informed that they could not 
take pictures from any point closer than the balcony. 
However, photographers from Life, the American pic- 
ture weekly, were posted near to the Governor-General. 
Understandably, the Canadian photographers refused 
fo accept this arrangement, and kept themselves and 
their cameras at home. 

We support their decision, and that of the Ottawa 
newspapers, Which gave the Garrison Ball much less 
space than they usually do. We regret the position in 
which the episode placed the Governor-General; an 
ironic one, in the light of his long-time insistence upon 
Canadianism. But if he knew of, and condoned, the ex- 
clusive arrangement with Life, he permitted himself to 
be placed in that position. 

As for the Reserve Army officers in charge of the 
affair, they should get, at the least, a rebuke from the 
Defense Department. Canada’s army cannot be, as the 
saying goes, democratric; no army can. But neither 
should it give the appearance of being superciliously 
aristrocratic. Canadians are not that kind of people: 
and will neither support, nor enlist in, that kind of army.

Half facing Kelly as he addressed 
a press conference were British 
Army doctors who feared he would 
collapse. 

“Make them know.” he said, “Let 
me tell them about the brutes. 

"It was hell. It was life without 
hope. 

“T even cut my arm open --here 
look” he cried. He raised the sleeve 
of his new battledress to show the 
long jagged purple scar which testi- 
fied to his attempt to escape Rus- 
sian captivity through suicide.

Police Called in 


Many Linday people have a lot 
of catching up to do insofar as the 
Lindsay Hydro Strike is concerned. 


The comparatively uneventful pl- 
cketing which occurred outside the 
hydro plant on William St. N, all 
week terminated suddenly on Sat- 
urday evening, The reason was a 
power break which blacked out ap- 
proximately 25 homes in tho St 
| Paul-Queen Sts area of the Bast 
| Ward, The break occurred shortly 
before six p.m. and from then on 
the strike situation deteriorated ra- 
pidly. 

Soon after the power break “The 
Post” began receiving calls telling 
about the breakdown and wanting 
to know Who was going to do 
something about getting it restored, 
This situation prevailed for awhile 
and then a call came through saying 
that a crowd was gathering out- 
side the hydro offices on William St, 
north, When the paper's represen- 
tatives arrived on the scene they 
found that a fairly large number of 
people in addition to the striking 
employees were gathered outside the 
plant, Chief Constable Hunter in 
clvillan clothes and several of his 
| men were in the area and, although 
police said there were no exhibitions 
of violence the crowd seemed on 
edge and one got the feeling that 
the situation was explosive 

After lociting the Chief of Police 
who was talking with the manager, 
| it was learned that it was planned 
to make an attempt to restore ser- 
vice to the blacked out area, (As it 
developed, the reason the police were 
on the scene was due to a call they 
had received following an ineident 
which occurred earlier in the distur- 
bance when a car had attempted to 
leave the grounds adjoining the | 
hydro plant and was reportedly 
| shoved back into the yard, This 
situation was reported to have been 
further aggravated when a hydro 
truck attempted to go out and re- 
store service, it also being turned 
back. 

Not long after the meeting with 
the police chief during which he 
intimated that the way to find out 
what was going to take place was 
to stick around and see, the third 
attempt to run the picket line was | 
made with success. 

A red hydro truck manned by an 
undetermined number of people left 
the hydro yard shortly after 8 o'clock

said: "IT think we've made a deal,” 
A few minutes Inter Hydro Com- 
missioner R, A, Cozens was typing 
out a copy of the pencilled draft 
of the agreement reached between 
union and commission representa- 
fives. At approximately 2.40 a.m. 
the agreement was signed and two 
hydro employees who Were involved 
in the dispute were on their way te 
the East Ward to repair the trans- 
former which had caused a blackout 
in the St. Paul-Queen Streets sec- 
tion of the East Ward from just 
before 6 p.m, Saturday until that 
moment, At 4 a.m, “The Post” re- 
ceived a call from Alderman-elect 
Russell Lamb to say that power had 
been restored or in his words “the 
lights are on.”

Guides Get Together. 
By any other name— 


The following report on affairs 
in the Trent forestry district has 
been prepared by District Forester 
A, B. Wheatley: 

“Mr, Doug Roseborough, Provin- 
cial Supervisor of Guiding, is in the 
Lindsay district this week. Evening 
meetings with guides are arranged 
for Curve Lake Reserve Dec! 8th; 
Haliburton, Dec. 9th; Harwood, 
Dec. 10th and Apsley Dec. 11th. 
A meeting was held with guides 
at Bobcaygeon on Dec, 7th. 

“The purpose of these meetings is 
to keep all guides posted on modern 
and efficient guiding services in 
order to maintain a high standard 
of guiding, whereby a tourist who 
engages a guide has reasonable as- 
surance that he will obtain the 
quality of service he has a right 
to expect, Another advantage of 
the meetings Is that it gives guides 
an opportunity to put before mem- 
bers of the Department any prob- 
lems they may encounter, Also, 
it gives the guides a chance to pro- 
pose changes in rules and regula- 
tions, many of which have been 
most constructive as they are based 
on practical experience in the field 
of guiding.

Forty-four per cent of the 
2,763 cancer patients admitted to the 
‘Clinic between December 1935 and 
January 1, 1948, lived five years.” 
There has been such a steady in- 

crease in the survival rate that the 
eel and Clinic now confidently 
expect that more than 80 per cent 
of their patients with cancer to be 
alive five years later. 

“The largest single group of pa- 
tients (633) had) cancer of the skin, 
‘usually in such exposed areas as 
the face, neck and hands. The treat- 
ment of choice in the Clinic is by 
irradiation, either with X-ray or 
radium, supplemented by surgery 
when considered necessary.” 

Seventy-seven per cent of the 
patients with cancer of the skin 
were alive and free from any sign 
of growth after five years. Only 
one per cent died of cancer; the 
others died from fliness or old age_ 

The conclusions of Dr. Mc€ormick 
from observations of this wonderful 
follow-up of cancer patients are: 

1. --The outlook for the cancer 
patients has improved. 

2.--A degree of centraliztion 1s 
essential for adequate treatment of 
cancer but it is not necessary that 
this be limited to the -yery large 
areas of population. On the contrary, 
comparison with published results 
shows that the existenca of the 
smaller cancer clinic is justified. 

3.-- Clinics in the smaller sreas, 
if adequately staffed, have many 
advantages as they make possible a 
degree of attention that is unobtain= 
able in large institutes and the 
patients appreciate being near their 
homes and the support of their 
family physicians,

Mistletoe Plays Its Part 


Christmas green so common in 
many parts of America, is usually 
¢hought of as merely good holiday 
decoration or as a creator of open 
season on ladies fair for otherwise 
bashful swains, 

Mistletoe did not always hold this 
position in our lives. The Druids 
called it “all - heal”, and thought, 
it held many miraculous virtues, 
The Scandinavions dedicated it to 
their goddess of love, Friga, Probab- 
ly the goddess of love is responsible 
for the custom of kissing under the 
malstletoe, 

The power to heal, to protect ‘a- 
gainst sickness, to perform magic 
deeds - all these and more are the 
qualitles ascribed to this plant in 
Jegends, traditions and even in an- 
cient histories and literature. 

Mistletoe is a parasite which in- 
fests branches of varlous trees of} 


. 
both hardwood and conifers, but 
mainly on hardwoods. One species is 
found exclusively, however, on coni- 
fers, 

Among the Celts and others, the 
mistletoe which grew from the oak 
was considered to have peculiar 
magical virtues not possessed by 
that of any other trees, Some even 
considered it so rare as to be only 
cut with a gold knife. 

Another old tradition is that the 
mistletoe supplied the wood for the 
holy cross, as previous to that time 


lit was a forest tree but after the 


crucifixion was condemned to exist 
only as a dwarf parasite, 

Mistletoe was taken over into the 
Christmas tradition im due course 
and dedicated to the Christ-Ohild 
An old rhyme reads: 

The mistletoe bough 
At our Christmas hoard 
Shall hang to the honor 
Of Christ our Lord.

Tolls at Midnight

Trimmer of Huge New York Christmas Tree 


Yuletide Feasts Were Heasts 
in Days of Medieval England 


You think you have trouble de- 
corating the family Christmas tree 
With children and presents under- 
foot... 

Well, consider the state of the 
man who trims one of the most fa- 
mous yule trees. He's pestered with 
Beveral milion nosey people, with 
their own ideas about trimmings. 

Robert Carson is the bame of 
the harried tree-trimmer, and the 
tree is the spectacular one which 
each year goes up m New York's 
Rockefeller Center. 

Carson, a bachelor in his 40’s and 
n architect by profession, figures 
that between 150 and 200-thousand 
New Yorkers and visitors pass 
through the center daily, The tree 
is up 30 days .. . and Carson loses 
track of his audience. But-it’s in 
the millions each year 

“Besides,” he says, “they put the 
‘tree on television . . . another 40 
or 50 million must see it that way.” 

Fortunately just some, not all, 
the viewers are critical. Most write 
or call Carson to say they approye, 

The healthiest blast of criticism 
came in 1949, the one time Carson 
strayed from the traditional in de- 
coration. He used a weatherproof 
paint and sprayed the tree silver- 
white before it was cut and hauled 
to the plaza. 

“You'd have thought I had com- 
mitted murder,” says Carson, with 
a chuckle.” “We got hundreds of 
Objections . . no one liked the 
white. One called sald, ‘Mr. Carson, 
I have an idea for your tree next 
year. Why don’t you paint it 
green?’ ” 

Carson starts trimming next year's 
tree, mentally that is, as soon as 
this year’s is up. He explains, “That’s 
the only way I can visualize the 
results _.. by looking at the one 
up now.” A 

He's been planning the Center 
‘tree decoration since 1937, and has 
decorated Norway Spruce ranging 
im height from 30 feet to 90, the 
tallest ever used at the Center. 

This year’s tree, now having its 
decorations strung, is a 75-foot 
spruce from a Morristown, New Jer- 
sey estate The spruce is being 
strung with six-thousand shimmer- 
ing, twirling aluminum icicles, each 
18 inches long, and with 65-hundred 
elear, seven-watt firefly bulbs, re- 
quiring six miles of wiring. In ad- 
dition, twenty 300-watt floodlights 
in six colors --red, violet, blue, 


One upon a medieval Yuletide, 
King Richard I of England cele- 
brated at Litchfield -- and during | 
the festivities 2,000 oxen and 200 
tons of wine were consumed. 

Of course, the feudal set-up pro- 
vided the great lords with the 
wherewithal for magnificence -- the 
lords received gifts from their ten- 
ants and kings received gifts from 
their nobles; and the graduated 
scale for giving and receiving was 
as well ascertained as the quiddam 
honorarium of any barrister or 
physician. 

Queen Elizabeth received a large 
part of her wardrobe as gifts from 
her courtiers, and if tne quality or 
quantity was not satisfactory, the 
donors were unceremoniously in- 
formed of the situation. 

Wren Henry TT entertained a 
thousand knights, peers and assort- 
ed nobles who came to attend the 
Yuletide marriage of the Princess 
Margaret, his majesty received a 
royal Christmas gift of 2,700 pounds 
plus 600 fat oxen from the Arch- 
bishop of York. 

With similar assistance, whether 
exhorted or given in the spirit of 
generosity appropriate to the sea- 
son, his majesty could well afford 
to give Christmas feasts for the 
poor like the one given in West- 
minister Hall in 1248, which lasted 
a week. 

Striving to outdo his predecessors 
and give his successors something 
to shoot at, Henry VIII kept one 
Yuletide at which the cost of gold 
cloth that was used amounted to 
600 pounds alone. He had tents er- 
ected and artificial gardens plotted 
within the spacious hall of his pal- 
ace. Knights came out of the tents 
to joust in tournaments and fan- 
tastically dressed dancers, covered 
from head to foot with gay ribbon 
Streamers, emerged from the gar- 
dens to entertain the guests. 

Preparation for the feasting on 
such occasions is perfectly appall- 
ing to epicure, of the 20th century 
-- and can only be vaguely compre- 
hended by considering that Richard 
II normally employed 2,000 cooks 
to prepare food for the 10,000 per- 
sops who dined - irrespective of 
special feasting -- at his expense 
every day.

Carson's favorite tree of all time 
was the one he calls “our first fire- 
fly tree’... the 1951 tree decorat- 
ed with more than seven thousand 
tiny, flickering lights. 

The tree he does not like to re- 
member was the one which went 
up in December, 1941. Says Carson-- 
“The day we were to turn on the 
lights, the Japs bombed Pearl Har- 
bor. We never turned on the lights,” 

Despite the elaborateness of the 
Rockefeller Plaza tree, Carson lke 
many a home-maker, has to watch 
fhis budget He won't disclose how 
much he spends on the tree, saying

price tag on something beloved by 
everybody.”

America's first Christmas was 
= celebrated by Christopher Columbus, 
It happened on Christmas Eve of 
the memorable year 1492. 

Columbus was planning to observe 
the Feast of the Nativity with the 
Indian chieftain, Guacanagari, who 
ruled over the island of Haiti. Al- 
ready he had received fine presents 
from the chief who he believed to be 
the great Khan of Cipagno, that 
fabulous realm of the Orient Co- 
lumbus mistakenly thought he had 
found, 

But Columbus’ plans went wrong. 
He was so tired from long watches 
while the Santa Maria cruised the 
island channels that he retired to 
his cabin for a nap. While he was 
sleeping, the next in command also 
decided to take a rest and went be- 
low, The helmsman, as tired as the 
others, decided that he deserved 8 
rest as much as they and turned 
the tiller over to a cabin boy. 

Abandon Ship 

The worst happened. Within a 
few minutes Santa Maria was fast 
on a reef, The rolling surf drove 
the ship higher and higher upon 
the reef and opened her seams Soon 
she fell over on her side and the 
water poured into her hull. Colum- 
bus and the crew were forced to 
seek refuge in his other ship, the 
Nina, 

Early next morning Columbus sent 
word of the wreck to Chief Guacan- 
agari. Promptly the chief sent a 
message to Columbus assuring him 
that he would give him all the 
assistance possible. 

The noble chieftain was better 
than his word. He assembled a great 
flotilla of canoes and despatched 
them to the Santa Maria to bring 
= all its valuables ashore, Amid the 

cargo the natives saw many things 

that made their eyes open wide with 
envy.

There was game from the woods, 
Jobster and fish from, the sea; and 
all sorts of tropical fruits and veget- 
ables, A thousand natives danced in 
Columbus’ honor after the feasting 
and the climax of the ceremonies 
came when the chief brought out a 
coronet of gold and placed it upon 
Columbus’ head. There were also 
presents of gold for the crew. 

In the journal he was keeping for 
Ferdinand and Isabella, Columbus 
wrote: “These people love their 
neighbours as themselves; their dis- 
eourse is ever sweet and gentle and 
accompanied by a smile I swear to 
your majesties, there is not a better 
nation or land,”

It would be astonishing, indeed 
if mo candles appeared in homes 
throughout the nation on Christ- 
mas Eve. The legend which sur- 
rounds the custom is believed to 
have started in Ireland. 

There on Christmas Eve a large 
candle was burned which could be 
snuffed out only by one named 
Mary. As the Irish put it: “Who 
knows, on some Christmas Eve, 
Jesus and Mary ang Joseph may 
come again, not to Palestine, but 
‘to the Holy Isle on the fartherest 
edge of Europe?” 

Their first use for Christmas is 
not recorded in the annals of any 
nation, but that the “Christ Child 
Candle,” burned in the window of 
Christmas Eve is, according to an 
old legend, placed there to light 
His way if He makes an earthly 
visitation and in atonement for the 
night of His birth when there was 
no room for Him. 

Also among the legends is one 
about bayberry candles burned or

Along about this me of the year 
there’s a lot written, said and sung 
abouf the Magi. Just who were the 
Magi, anyway? 

The Magi were priests of an an- 
cient Persian religion called Zoroas- 
trianism_ The Greek historian Hero- 
dotus gives a very favorable account 
of them and their infuence in a 
society which existed four hundred 
years before Christ's birth, 

According to Herodotus the Magi 
were powerful in public and private 
| affairs. They conducted the edu- 
cation of the young princes, and 
were in constant attendance upon 
the king as counsellors.

The three Magi, or Wise Men, who 
followed the Star of Bethlehem, and 
brought gifts of gold, frankincense 
and myrrh to the Christ child re- 
main nameless, but they were the 
first to recognize the importance of 
the birth of the Prince of Peace.

For a great many people the music 
of Bach and Handel make difficult 
listening—untll Christmas comes 
around. Then, suddenly everybody

The reason for this is that both 
Bach and Handel were church mu- 
siclans. One of their tasks was to 
compose songs for church congregat- 
jons to sing, They proved them- 
selves masters of beautiful, easly 
followed melodies in their Christmas 
music.

Danger of Fire Is 
Greatly Enhanced 
By Christmas Trees 


The average Christmas tree can 
go up in smoke in only two min- 
utes. That doesn’t leave much time 


for the fire department to get 
there. 


A live tree with roots packed in 
a bucket of earth is the safest. Be 
sure and keep the dirt moistened. 
A small tree is safer than a large 
one and festive trimmings can 
make up what it lacks in size. 

Keep the tree outdoors until you 
&re ready to set it up inBide. When 
you bring it in, keep it in the coolest 
part of the house with the radiator 
nearest it turned off. 


Use noninflammable aluminum 
foil -- not cotton or paper -- to 
conceal container in which tree is 
“planted.” Use noninflammable 
trimmings on the tree, 

Don't use lighted candles. (Vhis 
may seem an unnecessary precau- 
tion in this day of electric lights, 
but lighted candles contribute to 
tragic fires every year.) 

Check the wiring for the tree to 
see that it's not frayed and is in 
perfect condition. The switch for 
turning off and on electric lights 
should be at some distance irom 
the tree. Don’t plug or unplug 
lights beneath the tree, 

Don't leave the lights on when it 
isn't necessary and especially when 
the family 1s away from home. 
From ‘time to time, check over the 
tree and see if needles near the 
lights are turning brown. If they 
haye, move the lights, 

Watch the calendar. New Year's 
is the day for the tree to go down. 
If you should extend the time, 
don’t leave the Ughts on the tree 
for more than a half hour at a time.

Legend of the Laurel 


That the longing for greenery 
D which has become an instinctive 
trait of the Briton no matter what 
part of the world he happens to be 
in, makes us cherish the few plants 
whose foliage has not yet been shed. 
Who is there that does not associate 
the dark days of winter with the 
glossy foliage of our evergreens? 

Traditions and legends have ga- 
thered round the laurel, holly, ivy, 
and mistletoe. One of them is that 
these evergreen shrubs and trees do 
not shed their leaves, but this is 
wrong. > 

It is true that there’s no regular 
season for the fall of the leaf, sa 
in ordinary forest trees, though a 
holly-bush in May and June looks 
thing and meagre compared with its 
Christmas appearance. As a rule, 
however, all so-called evergreen 
plants gradually replace the old lea- 
ves with new, and so are constantly 
changing their foliage. 

Reason why evergreen plants can 
maintain their foliage so long, when 
others so readily shed it, is that 
the thick skin of the leaves prevents 
too rapid “breathing” which pro- 
duces fall of the leaf generally. This 
thick skin also enables evergreens to 
withstand extremes of heat and 
cold. 

Most evergreen leaves last several 
years The holly for instance, pro- 
duces new leaves each season, but 
each new leaf lives three or four 
years, and although there is a 
leaf fall every year, it affects only 
the oldest leaves, and the foliage as 
a whole is always full and green. 

Queen of the evergreens is the 
By) laurel—_a name wrongly applied to 

several different varieties of shrub, 

even though there is only one true 

Jaurel, the Bay Laurel, This is the

It’s berried twigs, twisted into a 
wreath or crown, were used to adorn 
~ the victors in Grecian games of 
strength and skill. The laurel crown 
came to be regarded -as the dis- 
tinctive reward of valour or of 
scholarship. ‘ 

Another false notion is thit the 
evergreen mistletoe is the arch 
enemy of the apple-tree and is very 
fond of growing upon it as a para- 
site. But botanists have collected 
the names of over thirty trees on 
which the mistletoe has been found 
growing, and of these the thorn js 
the one most affected by it. The 
mistletoe 1s way down at the bottom 
of the apple's danger list, 

Why, then, did the mistletoe and 
the apple-tree become so firmly 
linked in legend? Because the an- 
cient Druids were much more onser- 
yant nature-loyers that we are. It 
was on account of the rarity of the 
occurence of the mistletoe on the 
apple-tree that they gathered it with 
such ceremony and reverence,

Says Santa Claus 
More Sugar Daddy 
Than Saint Now 


Assailing the Santa Claus myth 
as ‘foolish fiction’ and rival of the 
Holy Child, the Rev, John S. Mar- 
tin, editor of the Catholic Review, 
declared in a 1949 editorial that 
Santa the Saint had been lost in 
Santa the sugar daddy—and that 
the whole idea is bad psychology and 
bad pedagogy. 

“Our children learn about the 
reindeer, but have never heard of

Father Martin's sentiments are 
reminiscent of Martin Luther's vi- 
gorous campaign against neglect of

messenger of the Infant Jesus sent 
earthward at Christmas time to 
bring happiness to good children, 


The modern conception of Santa 
Claus, is of lourse, 99 per cent fic- 
tional and strictly American. But 
the spirit of generosity and thought- 
fulness os typified by Santa Claus is 
neither sugar daddy-sh nor essen- 
tially American, Unfortunately not 
all children who await Sonta have 
Jearned from their parents.

It’s little wonder that Saint Nick 
is especially generous to the Ameri- 
can people History proves that the 
Americans have done a lot for Saint

They have given him a new name, 
a riew face and figure, and a new 
means of transportation. 

The original European version of 
Saint Nick pictured him as a tall an- 
gular man who rode on a bony gray 
mare Both the horse and Saint 
Nick looked as if they hadn’t had 
a@ good meal in some time. 

_The early English settleds in this 
country started giving Saint Nicho- 
las his “New Look.” The English 
children adopted the legendary 
Christmas figure from the Dutch, 
but the English children had trouble 
pronouncing “Saint Nickolous”. 
Somehow the name changed to 
“Santa Kelouf, and finally it was 
corrupted to “Santa Claus‘. 

However, this was. only the be- 
ginning. In 1809 Washington Irv- 
ing, in his “Knickerbocker’s His- 
tory of New York,” wrote of the 
Saint as the guardian of New York 
City, Irving described Saint Nick as 
a jolly fellow with a broad-brimmed 
hat and huge breeche He taught 
Saint Nick to smoke a long pipe 
and, in the story, replaced his shuf- 
fling hay-burner with a trim wa- 
gon. 

A short time later, Saint Nicho- 
las’ transportation was aided by 
Clement Moore in his famous poem, 
“The Visit From Saint Nicholas”. 
written in 1882 Moore, a professor 
of divinity in a New York theologi- 
cal’ sembinary,-gave Saint Nick a 
sleigh, twinkling eyes, cheeks like 
roses, nose like a cherry, and a round 
little belly. 

Today’s Santa Claus is by no 
means streamlined, but he is a far 
cry from the lean, ascetic, somberly 
dressed fellow who, for centuriese, 
on Christmas Eve, guided his mare 
through the streets of Europe.

The limit is 
divided imto six cutting circles, on 
which mature trees are cropped in 
turn. There is the nursery at Fau- 
quier, For the first time, the nur- 
sery has produced four-year-old 
stock, trees which were in seed beds 
for two years and then in transplant 
beds for another two years. Seed 
was collected in this area and ex- 
tracted from the cones at the seed 
extraction plant of the Ontario De- 
partment of Lands and Forests at/ 
Angus. So far as it knows, Spruce 
Falls is the only company in Can- 
ada which is growing its own stock 
and planting the trees it produces. 

‘The big mill at Kapuskasing pro- 
duced 750 tons of newsprint and 
sulphite a day, requiring 1,100 cords 
of pulpwood. It employs 1,200 men 
in the bush. It also operates a saw- 
mill which turns out 60,000 feet of 
lumber a day, part being used in 
the company's own plant, on its 
townsite, and the remainder being 
marketed through regular lumber 
channels, 

The company is now interested in 
a method of reclaiming slabs from 
its sawmill at Fauquier and using 
them at the sulphate plant. At pre- 
sent the slab is being sold to domes- 
tic consumers as fuel while sawdust 
is burned as fuel at the mill. There 
is, as yet, however, no profitable use 
for the bark of the trees and the 
company is bearing down on this 
problem. It is presently searching 
for a slab barker. 

The forest in this area mainly 
consists of spruce, with some jack- 
pine and balsam, Logs are sorted 
at Fauquier, a few miles from Ka- 
puskasing, with the pulpwood going 
to the paper mill and the sawlogs to 
the sawmill there, Both Kapuskas- 
ing and Fauquier depend, to a 
major extent, on the company. And 
since the former supplies newsprint 
which has been in operation for 
many years and plans to continue 
publishing, nothing is being left 
undone to ensure that Kapuskasing 
and Farquier will also remain as 
permanent, prosperous communities.

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New Year’s Not Always In Winter... 


New Year's was not always a 
mid-winter affair. Ancient Egypt 
used the overflowing of the Nile 
as a calendar and celebrated the 
New Year accordingly, in June. The 
Babylonians began their year in 
March, and the early Romans fol- 
lJowea the Babylonian pattern. 

Bearing this in mind, the custom 
of inyoking the gods of fertility at 
New Years time -- the origin of 
which is lost in antiquity -- seems 
logical and appropriate. 

The Romans were accustomed to 
hanging any tiny masks of Baa- 
hus upon trees and vines, the idea 
being to impart fertility to every 
side of the tree to which the masks 
were turned by the wind. 


In the old days, Rumanian youths 
went from house to house singing 
and wishing everyone a prosperous 
New Year. 

Scottish lads always had a howl- 
ing good time going about on New 
Year's Eve switching the trunks of 
fruit trees and petitioning a “good 
howling crop.” 

Reflecting the fear of starvation, 
peasant families; in various parts 
of the world baked a special New 
Years cake which they dashed a- 
gainst the door; members of the 
household hastened to pick up a 
piece and eat it, prayerful that 
neither hunger nor want should 
enter the house during the ensuing 
year.

Christmas was outlawed in Eng- 
land by the Puritan government of 
England in 1643 and, although the 
restoration of the Stuarts brought 
a revival of Christmas customs and 
traditions, Christmas never regained 
its former prestige in England. 

It is observed religiously in the 
churches and as a day for family 
reunions and social gatherings, in 
contrast to the lavish feasting and 
boisterous merry-making of olden 
times. 

Merry-making and gift-giving 
come in for their share, however on 
December 26 which is Boxing Day. 
The origin of Boxing Day antedates 
Christmas and can be traced to the 
custom of gift-giving during the 
Roman festival of Saturnalia. 

In Christian liturgy December 26 
is observed as the feast of St. Ste- 
phen, the first Christian martyr and 
during the centuries when journey- 
Men and apprentices were in the 
habit of levying upon their masters’ 
customers, Christmas Boxes were 
collected on St. Stephen’s day. 

Thus, the children receive their 
presents, in boxes, as do old servants, 
the postman, and everyone else. And 
reminiscent of the Roman Saturna- 
lia, householders dance with’ the ser- 
vants and toward evening, there is 
revelling in the streets as groups of 
merry-makers gather on street cor- 
ners or ride about London-town 
dancing on the ‘flats’ of trucks.

Once Driven Underground 


It comes as a surprise to dis- 
eover that Christmas carols were 
once driven “underground.” What is 
more surprising still is that this 
was done in the name of religion. 

It was in 1647 that the Puritan 
Parliament abolished Christmas and 
all pertaining to it. In 1656, Puritan 
point of view was expressed by one 
Hezekiah Woodward, who called 
Christ Day: “The old Heathen’s 
Feasting Day, in honour of Saturn 
their Idol-God, the Papist’s Mass- 
ing Day, the Profane Man’s Rant- 
ing Day, the Superstitious Man's 
Idol Day, the Multitude’s Idle Day, 
Satan’s -that Adversary’s -Working 
Day, the True Christian Man's Fast- 
ing Day. 

Such sn attitude struck a fatal 
blow at the joyous spirit associated 
with Christmas and so old carols 
travelled underground and were 
preserved in folk-song_ 

Aided by broadsheets, which ap- 
peared from time to time and which 
@ave various versions of carols in 
use among the common folk, the 
Christmas carol survived for nearly 
200 years. Although there was a 
brief revival during the Restoration, 
dt was not until well into the nine- 
teenth century that a real interest 
was taken in carols. Collectors be- 
gan searching for the old broad- 
Sheets and at the same time endea- 
voured to obtain words and tunes 
first hand from folk. who had re- 
tained them in their memories, The 
“underground™ phase of the carol 
had ended. 

In 1822 Davis Gilbert, of Corn- 
wall, issued a small collection of a 
dozen carols with chiefly 
those being sung in the West of 
England: A seeond edition was called 
for the following year and the 
Tumber of carols was increased to 
twenty, although there were no 
tunes for some of the additions. 
This edition was noteworthy, how- 
ever, 
“Christians, Awake,” which by then 
hhad attained some popular and 
also the words of “The Pirst Noel,”

Although Christmas is no lgnger 
a holyday in Soviet Russia, a non- 
religious midwinter festival is cele- 
brated and children receive gifts 
from “Grandpa Frost” 

In Czarist Russia, it was custom- 
ary for well-to-do families with 
large homes to entertain lavishly 
on Christmas day. The invitations 
were extremely formal and begged 
the invited to consider that “. . for 
thousands of years it has been so: 
with us it has not commenced, with 
us it will not cease. Do not, there- 
fore, disturb the festival; do not 
bring the good people to despair, 
Without you there will be no maiden 
festival at Anna Karpowna’'s.” 

In planning these houseparties, 
hostesses gave particular attention 
to the selection of partners for the 
young ladies. The selection was 
sometimes very satisfactory and 
sometimes left something to be de- 
sired. 

Arrival of the “fair maidens,” each 
with her mother and retinue, bring- 
ing cake and sweetmeats and gifts 
for everyone, proceeded according to 
prescribed ritual: the guests sooner 
freezing in the sleds before the gate 
than to alight before receiving the 
greeting of the host and hostess. 

Having been ceremoniously wel- 
comed, the guests offered prayers 
before the icon (sacred picture) and 
then proceeded to the feasting and 


festivities arranged for them.

From then onwards the demand 
Steadily grew, and in the sixties 
and seventies the trade began to as- 
sume large proportions, largely as] 
a result of Charles Dickens’ policy 
of popularizing Christmas in his 
novels. Cosy inn scenes began to 
appear, snowbound cotlages and 
picturesque coaches, family gath- 
erings at the festive board. 

Just before the war there was 
a serious decline in the sale of cards 
showing such traditional scenes, but 
now the demand is as great as ever, 
‘The change is thought to indicate 
a wish to escape back to the “good 
old days.” 

Cords meant for the overseas 
sale differ from those on sale here. 
Those for India have elephants in 
place of reindeer, those for Australia 
may depict surf-riding. 

One Indian prince ordered cards 
costing $125 each and warded: 
“All praise to Allah, the God, the 
Most High!"

Christmas Season 
In Swedish Custom 


Celebration of Lucia Day on De- 
cember 13 inaugurates the Christ- 
mas season in Sweden: It takes its 
name from St. Lucia, or Lucy mar- 
tyred for her faith and virginity 
in Syracuse in 304 A_D., and vener- 
ated by the church each December 
13. 

The prettiest blonde in every 
home office, factory, village and 
town is elected a “Lucia”, and 
visits the sick, leads carnivals and 
processions and attends banquets 
and balls accompanied by her 
“handmaidens.” 

The ancient custom coincides 
with the winter solstice, when the 
Sun Swings towards the earth once 
more and the days begin to leng- 
then. 

In addition to beauty, other quali_ 
fications for “Lucias” or “light 
queens” are fair hair, a nice dis- 
position and high character. 

Dressed in long white robes, wear- 
ing crowns of lighted candles (the 
traditional costume for “Lucias”) 
the girls present gifts and the tra- 
ditional Lucy day coffee and rolls 
to hospital patients, etc The queen 
and her maidens, enthroned in a 
star spangled horse-drawn chariot, 
lead festive processions around the 
village square and through city 
streets, 

Parade participants depict alter- 
nate scenes from Sweden's pictur- 
esque Lapland and the Wild West 
of the United States, while musici- 
ans in multi-colored costume alter- 
nate playing northern folk tunes 
and American jazz.

In “Coronet” 

On Christmas Eve, 1865, the Rev. 
Phillips Brooks was riding horse- 
back from Jerusalem toward Beth- 
lehem, reading the story of the 
Nativity on the way. As he ap- 
proached the Holy City, the pastor 
from Philadelph'a noticed the shep- 
herds keeping watch over flocks 
of sheep, just as their forefathers 
had done years “before. 

Twilight bad fallen, the stars 
silently twinkled over the city, The 
pastor was filled with wonder at 
the beauty of the night. Suddenly, 
it seemed to him that there was 
something mystic about the stilIness 
—as though in that peaceful scene 
there was a message which he should 
convey to the world_ 

The vision haunted him all 
through the night, and stayed with 
him later as his party skirted the 
Jordan River, to Gethsemane, the 
Mount of Olives, and to Bethany. 

Wherever he went—to Egypt, 
Italy, Greece, France, Switzerland 
and England—he had only to close 
his eyes to recapture the scene. 
When he returned to Philadelphia, 
the image remained with him. 

Some three years later, Lewis H 
Redner, organist at Holy Trinity 
Church, called on the Reverend 
Brooks, “We should nave a new song 
for the children this Christmas,” he 
said. “Something original. If you 
will write a poem, I can set it to 
music.” 

The pastor was afraid he could not 
think of anything to write, 

“But it's for the children!” the 
organist insisted. 

“Well, then, I'll do my best.” 

In his study that night, the pastor 
closed his eyes for some moments to 
recall a vision. Then he put pen 
to paper, and the message that had 
haunted him for years became 
visible, vocal Words came as quickly 
as he could write. 

A few days later, the organist 
set those words to music, and the 
Sunday School children were told 
they had a new song for Christmas 
Day.

Many Origins 
For Christmas 
Tree Legend 


There are so many origins of the 
Christmas tree legend that it would 
be impossible to single out any one 
as being the basis of today’s prac- 
tice. We find that the origin of the 
Christmas tree is much disputed as 
many countries claim the honor of 
having given the custom to the 
world. 

There is, however, an authentic 
German manuscript of 1608 which 
pictures the tree as a regular feature 
of the Christmas season. For about 
two hundred years this part of the 
Yuletide festivities was confined to 
the regions along the Rhine. The 
Germans, naturally, soon realized 
that it was too good a thing to be 
confined to any one area and the 
popularity of the Christmas tree 
spread all over Germany, 

The Germans, emigrating to North 
America, brought with them the 
idea of the Christmas tree and we, 
in turn, were quick to make it a 
regular part of our Christmas here_ 

All this may, or may not, be of 
much significance to us, but it does, 
however, show one important truth 
... that each and every one of us 
is truly glad that the brightly de- 
corated evergreen tree is an estab- 
lished and cherished part of our 
Christmas season. 


Bells 


The bell, the world’s oldest and 
simplest musical instrument, is the 
world’, most universal Yuletide 
symbol. Each nation has its indiv- 
idual symbols of Christmas, but the 
bell will be found somewhere in 
the traditions of every one. 

Bell authorities claim that Pope 
Sabinianus gave us the first church 
bells in 604. The custom has grown 
unti) there is no use of church bells 
so widely known as the ringing of 
the chimes to herald the advent of 
the birth of Christ. 

In recent years the ancient bell 
has “grown up” into the carillon

Christmas is the happiest time of 
the year . . . the time of family 
gatherings, plum puddings, religious 
observances, roast turkeys, Santa 
Claus .. | and Christmas trees. It 
is a time when the cares of everyday 
life are laid aside for a time and 
we give our attention to the spirit 
of the season. 

The Christmas tree has been part 
of the celebration of the Canadian 
Yuletide season for many years. In 
its shimmering beauty, the tree 
occupies a central position on the 
stage in the domestic Christmas 
drama. Without it, a great deal of 
the tradition of the season would be 
Jost. 

Before the advent of electricity, 
it was customary to illuminate the 


Christmas tree with candles, This/ 


was a beautiful custom, but an 
extremely dangerous one. Because 


only briefly and were the object of 
much anxious care by the parents. 
Even so, candles, tree, and sometimes 
house occasionally went up in 
smoke when one of the tiny flames 
tipped over or when an overhang- 
ing branch became overheated. 


Today with our electric lights, the 
iumination of the Christmas tree 
is a far safer and more practical 
arrangement. Improperly used, how- 
ever, they can be almost as dan- 
gerous as the open candles of an- 
other day. 

In the first place, tree lights 
should be inspected carefully each 
year to make sure there are no loose 
sockets or bared wires. Only go- 
vernment inspected and approved 
equipment “should be used. Crre 
should be taken that too many 
strings of lights are’nt placed on the 
same circuit, otherwise overloading 
may occur. 

The tree itself should be kept 
as fresh and moist as possible 
(One good way to do this is to 
stand the tree in water or wet sand. 
The bottom of the trunk should be 
cut diagonally to permit greater 
absorption of water. The tree should 
not be placed near major exits 
from the room_ 

While your tree {s standing it is 
a good ideaz to have on hand a fire 
extinguisher, a bucket of water 
or 4 connected garden hose ready 
for emergencies. When a Christinas 
tree catches fire, there is no time 
to improvise. You need to be ready, 

It's best to turn off the tree lights 
when no one js in the room with 
the tree. Only non-combustible de- 
coritions should be used. 

Remember, your Christmas tree 
can be perfectly safe when it's hand- 
led properly and no one wants fo 
be without a tree at the Yuletide 
season, but a little extra care may 
wave you a great deal of troun.o 
and expense, Make sure your Christ- 
mas is a happy one by making sure 
it’s a safe one,

Commercial production of Christ- 
mas cards in the United States 
began about 1835 with the founding 
and developing of the partnership 
of Cwrier and Ives In New York. 


For more than a century American 
painters have aided the Industry by 
painting Christmas themes on order 
or by selling reproduction rights to 
the art which is now conservatively 
estimated as worth $10,000,000 an- 
pually. 

The fayorile Nativity theme is 
represented by hundreds of interpre- 
talions. Winter scenes are next in 
popularity, some of them dating 
back to the Puritans of New Eng- 
land, the German forests whence St. 
Nicholas emerged, and even to the 
Drulds of pre-Christian England.

EASE HOLIDAY EXCITEMENT 


“Christmas comes early 
homes where the kids are old en- 
oucgo to anticipate all the eye- 
popping splendor of the occasion. 

We begin to hear about Santa 
before Thanksgiving, and the ex- 
citement builds up until we're all 
about ready to explode. To take 
some of the tension off and to get 
into the spirit of the holiday your- 
self let the children help with pre- 
liminaries geared to their ages and 
skills. 

“There are lots of things kids can 
make and do for Christmas. A 
book just published and ready for 
the market 1: full of simple ideas 


anc materials for making paper 
chains, a jolly balloon Santa, 
Christmas cards, ornaments, the 


Nativity scene and so on. 

“All a child needs is scissors and 
a rol: of tape or a paste pot to furn 
oul any of several decorations. Your 
own childhood pleasures will sug- 
gest other simple activities 

“We usually get a very small tree 
early just for the children and it’s 
deccrated to the hilt several times. 
Colorful paper chains made from 
four-inch strips of bright paper 
looped into circles and pasted or 
taped to form the links are easy 
to make. So are the old-fashioned 
cranberry chains or popcorn strings 
threaded with big needles on stout 
thread. 

Ornaments to dangle on the 
branches can be made by pasting 
pretty pictures or colored paper 
scraps on cardboard Cut them out, 
punch g hole for thread to hang 
them up. Heavy aluminum foil 
borrowed from the kitchen and cut 
into star shapes or taped into cones 
make dazzling and unbreakable 
ornaments. 

“An idea I got from the new book 
takes two or three sticks of gum 
wilh paper wrappings removed. 
The silver-foil sticks are taped to- 
gether in triangles with a tape loop 
for hanging. Of course, my prob- 
lem !s how to keep the gum out of 
little mouths long enough to make 
the doo-dads. 

“A jolly, bouncy Santa Claus 
takes a red balloon and a piece of 
cardboard, If you don’t have a 
picture of a Santa head to cut out, 
you can make a rough approxima- 
tion with red crayons on white 
paper. 

“Cut out the cardboard in the 
shape of big feet. Punch a hole in 
it and cut a narrow slot. Blow up 
the balloon, pull the neck down 
through the hole, twist {t tight and 
anchor it ‘n the slot. Tape the 
head on top. 

“If you want to put yourself in 
solid with the kindergarten set, 
plan a ralny-day session baking 
gingerbread men, A neighbor gave 
Me a set of small cookie cutters in 
tree, reindeer, Santa and ginger- 
bread-men shapes, 

“I roll the dough thin and let 
the kids cut and decorate thelr own, 
Bowls of raisins, slivers of dried 
apricots and frosting (made largely 
from powdered skim milk, a little 
sugar and milk) spurs the decora- 
tive talents.” -- Women's Page,

LCI Students From Other Lands 
Recall Interesting Christmas 
Customs They Have Witnessed 


Christmas time is here once 
again. In this country familiar 
carols such as “Good King Wences- 
las”, “Silent Night’, “Away in a 
Manger” are sung and played all 
over the land during the month o 
so preceding Christmas, Groups of 
people gather together and go out 
“carolling” on Christmas Eve. 
Cbristmas trees are obtained and 
decorated, shopping is done, and on 
the night before Christmas all that 
is left is for the little ones to hang 
up their stockings in a row and 
wait for Santa Claus to fill them 
on his rounds. 

Although the meaning of Christ- 
mas remains the same the world 
over , in each country slightly dif- 
ferent customs and means of cel- 
ebrating this holy season have 
grown up. There are several teen- 
agers in our school from other 
countries, and it is very interest- 
ing to us Canadians to learn how 
they celebrate Christmas in their 
native lands, 

In Denmark 

Jan Trasborg Hansen tells us 
how Ohristmas is celebrated in 
Denmark. “On the first day of 
December,” he says, “each famlly 
weaves a large pine wreath. Many 
candles are placed on this wreath. 
On the succeeding Sundays, they 
light the candles while the family is 
gathered together. One candle is 
Ut the first Sunday, two candles 
the second Sunday, and so on until 
the candles are all lit. 

On the last day of school, on or 
around December 19th, all the 
school children bring a candle and 
cookies to class. Each student 
places his candle on his desk and 
lights it. The cookies are served 
to the students and they burn small 
branches of pine, to waft the frag- 
rant odor through the school. At 
the close of the day, the students 
gather in the assembly hall where 
their principal reads them the 
Christmas Story, and wishes them 
@ happy holiday.” 

“In Denmark as here”, he ‘says, 
“there is much Christmas shopping 
to be done. A huge pine tree is 
obtained and the older members of 
the family decorate it; The Danish 
Christmas tree is hung with del- 
acies to eat-special shaped cookies, 
little ornaments filled with candy, 
twisted candy, and on it are placed 
many live candles-as many as 200 
will be found on one tree. This 
tree is placed in the centre of a 
separate room, and the children do 
not see the decorated tree until 
Christmas Eve. 

On the evening before Christmas 
eve, the family gathér together and 
discuss the meaning of Christmas, 

On Christmas eve, the whole 
family attend church. After church 
they return home where a “Christ- 
mas Dinner” is served them; the 
feature of which is goose. The 


Christmas Story is read in place or* 


saying grace at this dinner. For 
dessert a special rice pudding is 
served. This pudding contains one 
and only one almond or similar 
nut. Whoever finds this nut in his 
or her ‘pudding receives a specini 
gilt 

At the close of the meal, the 
father goes into the room contain- 
ine the Ohristmas tree and lights 
all of the candles, This task fin- 


ished, he knocks three times on 
the door and summons the rest of 
the family into the room, and the 
children see the fully decoratea 
Christmas tree for the first time, 
The family join hands and walk 
around the Christmas tree singing 
carols. When the children are tired, 
the father or the older son gives 
out the presents. Sometimes the 
family is honored by a visit from 
St. Nicholas who gives out the 
presents, and in the evening the 
children “eat the tree’ i.e. they eat 
the ornaments with which it is dec- 
orated, After the children go to 
bed the adults remain downstairs 
drinking “Christmas Coffee” and 
reminiscing, 

On Christmas Day another big 
family dinner is served, and again 
the family is present, For the three 
days following Ohristmas, friends 
and relatives visit back and forth, 

New Year's is also a gala holiday 
in Denmark, as it is here. On 
New Year’s Eve a big party is held. 
While the older boys and girls and 
adults attend this party, the young- 
er ones go about doing mischief, 
similar to that done by Canadian 
boys and girls on Hallowe'en night. 
At 12.00 midnight, bells are rung, 
millions of firecrackers and rockets 
are let off as the Danes welcome 
in the New Year, 

In New Guinea 

Tina Hogerwaard in Grade X11 
relates in the following passage 
the manner in which Christmas 
is celebrated in New Guinea, 

“About 50 years ago the majority 
of the people of New Guinea, the 
big island to the North of Aus- 
tralia were still pagans, worshipping 
and fearing the evil spirits. Many 
missionaries from Holland went 
there and preached the Gospel and 
now there are already more than 
100,000 baptized Christians. 

Christmas is now the big feast of 
the year and they celebrate it with 
joy and gratitude because in their 
darkness, too, the Light of the 
world has come. Weeks before the 
the 25th December every village 
‘sends persons to the misslonary's 
house to get coloured paper to 
adorn their church and candles 
to be used in the Christmas service. 

The school children study plays 
in which the birth of Christ ts de- 
picted and everyone comes to see 
them. For them the celebration or 
Christmas is not limited to one 
day only for a group of villages 
arrange it this way: For example 
on Monday evening Genjem will 
celebrate its Christmas and then 
about 7 villages gather together to 
witness the plays and to hear the 
sermon and the music. Then the 
following evening it is the turn of 
the village of Benjom and all the 
Christians go there; the next day 
to Emrob and so on during one 
week, The word for Christmas 
there (in the Malay Language) is 
Pohon Terang, that means “the 
tree of light" or another word which 
means “the great feast”. 

The children of New Guinea do 
not know anything about Santa 
Claus, the red nosed reindeer and 
all those other things which are 
related with Christmas here. They 
do not receive gifts for life there 
is very simple and the people are

The Christmas story will be told 
and the beautiful carols which 
have heralded the approach of 
the Christmas season down 
through the centuries will be sung 
in churches throughout the 
Christian world on Christmas Day.

Mr. John Billings, for that is 


his name, was raised and learned 


his trade at Blagdon, Somerset, 
England. He was one of a large 


family of masons and bricklayers 
and he first settled at Toronto 
after immigrating to Canada. 
However, the climate there dis- 
agreed with a malarial affliction 
which he had contracted some 
years before and he was advised 
to go to the highlands and live 
‘among the pines. This he did and, 
settling at Maple Lake, he spent 
the remainder of his life (he died 
on New Year's Day 1923) in the 
district where he designed and did 
the masonry on many buildings. 
St. Peter's Church, situated by 
the lakeshore, is a fitting and re- 
warding monument to the skilled 
hands of a pioneer settler, and all 
who pass that way find it @ 
pleasurable and interesting few 
Minutes spent when they pause 
to inspect this unusual highland 
church. It has a seating capacity

Plane Refurbished 
For St. Laurent’s 
1954 Global Tour 


Montreal Dec. 21 --(BUP)— It 
will be comfort rather than class for 
Prime Minister St. Laurent when he 
boards the RCAF’s famed C-5 trans- 
port plane early next year on a good- 
will tour of the globe. 

The C-5 now undergoing an over- | 
haul at Canadair’s giant plant is 
no luxury liner like President Ei- 
senhower's “Columbine” or other 
planes flown by the continent's lead- 
ing industrialists. 

“But the C-5 is dependable and 
comfortable”, a Canadair spokesman 
said. “The Prime Minister should 
have a fine trip in it.” 

The silver plane has logged 1,500 
‘hours, performing such varied duties 
as flying Queen Elizabeth and the 
Duke of Edinburgh during their 
Canadian tour; Trade and Com- 
merce Minister C. D, Howe and his 
party on their goodwill trip to 
South America, Mexico and Cuba; 
and several VIP's on business for | 
the Canadian government. It also | 
has been used on long navigation 
training flights by the ROAF. 

The plane is unique, having the 
body of a C-4 North Star with the 
more powerful engines and larger 
tail section of the C-6 It can cruise 
at a speed of 300 m.p.h Pressurized 
cabins permit it to fly at high altl- 
tudes and avoid storms, 

Carpenters and electricians have 
been overhauling the C-5's engines, 
furnishings and divisions for the 
past three months.

May Be Site 


Of New TV Relay Station 


Toronto, Dec. 22 (BUP) -- The 
Bell Telephone Company says it is 
nearly finished testing a route for 
an extension of its Toronto-Ottawa- 
Montreal microwave radio relay 
system to North Bay. 

The route will include terminal 
stations in Toronto and North Bay 
and six intermediate relay stations. 

Once the sites have been selected 
as a result of the tests, radio relay 
stations can be built along the 
route when the company finds it 
necessary to extend its microwave 
communications system to North 
Bay to carry both long distance tel- 
ephone calls and television pro- 
grams, 

Tests for the relay station sites 
are being made from high points 
of land at Uxbridge; near Lorne- 
ville, eight miles east of Beaverton; 
Kilworthy, four miles south of 
Gravenhurst; Raymond, 15 miles 
northwest of Bracebridge; Falcon- 
burg, five miles north of Brace- 
bridge; Emsdale and Kearney, both 
about 15 miles north of Huntsville; 
and Trout River, six miles south of 
Powassan. The proposed sites are 
some 25 to 30 miles apart.

“The strike, which deprived some 
residents of electricity and came 
close to provoking a clash between 
workers and commission members, 
was the direct result of the Lindsay 
Hydro commission's attempt to 
short-circuit unionization of its em- 
ployees by making use of a provision 
of the labor act which seemingly 
contributes to strikes rather than 
labor harmony. 

“This is Section 78 of the On- 
tario Labor Relations act which 
permits municipal corporations to 
remove their employees from under 
the labor act, Once workers are ex- 
empted, they lose the protections in 
labor relations guaranteed by the 
labor code but at the same time they 
are free of the checks and balances 
of the provincial labor legislation. 

“Law of Jungle” 

“For these reasons, labor leaders 
Tefer to the use of Section 78 as “a 
return to the law of the jungle.” 
The section appears to have been 
written into the code by the gov- 
ernment to give municipal bodies a 
measure of autonomy in labor re- 


nicipal councils, hospitals, Hydro 
commissions and possibly could be 
applied to such publicly owned util- 
ities as the Toronto Transporation 
commission. 

“In the past, the chief use of the 
section has been to stop organiza- 
tional drives by unions. When in- 
voked, and the Ontario Labor Rela- 
tions board is powerless not to agree 
to a civic corporation’s demand, Sec- 
tion 78 denies a union certification 
and recognition as a bargaining 
agent. 

“What often happens when use 
is made of Section 78, is exactly 
what occurred in Lindsay. There 
the COL National Union of Public 
Service Employees had 100 per cent. 
success in signing up the commis- 
sion’s 13 Hydro employees and 
sought certification. The Lindsay 
Hydro commission countered by ap- 
plying to the labor board to have the 
group exempted from the’ act. 

Played Last Card 

“When the labor board bowed to 
the commission and cut the workers 
adrift, the union played the only 
high card left in its hand—it pulled 
the 14 employees out on a week-long 
strike. 

“Tronically, the Hydro workers’ 
wildcat strike was not “illegal” be- 
cause neither employees nor union 
were answerable any longer to the 
province's labor code. 

“The strikers won the recognition 
they struck for only after a section 
of the community was deprived of 
electricity and a near-brawl devel- 
oped on the picket line strung 
around a transformer that blew out. 

“During the strike the commission 
threatened to fire the 13 striking 
employees if they did not return to 
work and even advertised for their

“The Lindsay strike followed the 
pattern of a strike earlier this year 
by Forest Hill Hydro employees who 
also “hit the bricks” when Forest 
Hill made use of Section 78 to block 
their demand for union security. A 
compromise settlement ended the 
Forest Hill strike again only after a 
section of the community was 
blacked out when power failures 
were left unrepaired. 

“There have been occasions when 
Section 78 was invoked to help a 
union rather than hinder it. To- 
ronto city council removed its civic 
employees out from under the act 
to stop a raid by the AFL Operating 
Engineers on the two TLO-affiliated 
civic unions, 

“The city council's action, which 
Was requested by the civic unions, 
pleased only the two civic unions 
involved. The Toronto fnionists 
came under strong attack from oth- 
er labor leaders in recent months 
for making use of the ill-reputed 
section of the act to solve one of 
their problems, 

“Labor delegates making their 
annual ‘cap in hand’ sessions to 
the provincial cabinet have failed 
to have Section 78 taken off the 
statute books. Hon. Charles Daley, 
minister of labor, and Premier Frost 
shrug their shoulders and point out. 
that the people of the community, 
if they were concerned about the 
section, would not re-elect public 
servants who invoked it.

BUT DO THE PEOPLE WANT IT THAT WAY? 

The Ontario Government is reported in a metro- 
politan daily newspaper as giving serious consideration 
to setting up a commission similar to the Ontario Hydro 
Commission to distribute natural gas from Alberta in 
this province. / 

It is interesting to note that the Ontario government 
is taking it upon itself to make this decision without 
consulting the people. The question might be asked: 
“Do the people want it that way?” The province's 
action in this matter seems to prechide the possibility of 
the importation and distribution of natural gas on a 
competitive basis with hydro and, if this is the case, 
jt seems there is grave danger of any advantages of gas 
over hydro being lost. The reason: prices might con- 
ceivably be arranged so that there would be little in- 
ducement to switch from one to the other for the small, 
consumer. This is borne out to some extent by the 
newspaper article which says in part: “Since natural 
gas is expected to be cheaper for water heating than 
electricity, some officials feel the sale and distribution 
should be directly tied in with hydro, which would then 
be in a position to offer gas as an alternative to hydro 
service.” Should this come to pass the consumer bene- 
fits which should normally accrue by using the cheaper 
fuel would be lost in a maze of red tape and provincial 
monopoly. 

There is too much evidence to the contrary for the 
public to be very hopeful of coming out on top in any 
service which becomes linked with politics at any level. 


AN APPEAL TO BE HEEDED... 

Police Chief Hunter’s appeal for holiday safety is one 
which all citizens of Lindsay should heed and do their 
utmost to cooperate with. The holiday season is. now 
virtually upon us and so are the shortest days of the 
season. The combination is conducive to greater 
hazards for people in more respects than one. Streets 
are more treacherous, especially with the advent of the 
recent heavy snowstorm, and those who walk or drive 
must exercise greater caution, This is particularly 
true in the twilight hours when the hazard increases 
several fold. 

In a few days school] will be out for the Christmas 
holidays and hundreds of children will be moving about 
the streets at hours when they would normally be in 
school. Every driver knows that while children 
often do foolish things such as playing in the road, 
crossing without looking or walking out into traffic 
with an air of bravado, it is the driver upon whom re- 
sponsibility for their safe passage really rests. Then 
there are the aged... they do not move quickly enough 
for many of us in this impatient age but they must be 
shown every courtesy. Impatience gives way to per- 
spective in most cases when we consider that one day 
we will move at a slower pace. 

If anyone is still not convinced of the need for safety 
first the following summary of Ontario accidents may 
influence them: 

“More than 600 people died in accidents on Ontario’s 
highways during the period’from January to September, 
the Highways Department has reported. Deaths 
during the period totalled 623, compared with 610 for 
the same months last year. 

“Accidents for the seven months totalled 46,636 
and 30,283 of these occurred when the road surface was 
dry. Accidents at railway crossings claimed 36 lives 
and 25 of these deaths occurred at unguarded crossings. 
Seven people were killed at crossings with automatic 
signals. 

“Skull fractures accounted for 305 deaths and in- 
ternal injuries were responsible in 198. Accidents at 
street intersections totalled 12,879 and 67 people were 
killed in these. 

“Byen in this motorized age horses still get involved 
in accidents. There were 67 collissions with horse 
drawn vehicles in which one person was killed and 19 
injured. 


RED TAPE... 

An excellent example of what takes place when a 
municipality or group of individuals gets involved with 
government or its agencies at any level} is to be seen in 
the Maryknoll incident at Lindsay. 

A few weeks ago it seemed assured that the Mary- 
knoll Cooperative was quite likely to have the essential 
services (sewer and water) brought to the site of the 
housing development in ample time to meet their re- 
quirements. Now, due to.a complication as to the 
method of financing the installation of these services, 
the prospect of early servicing is noticeably less bright. 

The breakdown in negotiations for the needed 
services can only be attributed to the unnecessarily com- 
plicated method in which governments or their agencies 

» do business ....in short, red tape, which has a habit of 
getting tangled up at crucial moments. The people 
who formed the cooperative can hardly be blamed for 
their dilemma since they became involved in the process 
of trying to finance their homes through a government- 
sponsored agency. Council, on the other hand, has been 
placed in the unhappy position of trying to assist in 
speeding the Maryknoll services only to find that the 
town was going to be called upon to pay a large share of 
the cost which wasn’t apparent in the original draft of 
the agreement as they understood it. 

There is, of course, only one thing to do in the case 
al hand,and that is to act as quickly as possible to over- 
come present difficulties so that services will not be de- 
layed a minute longer than necessary at Maryknoll. As 
or the future, it would appear that Council would be 
well advised to give government land assembly and 
other schemes related to housing development a good 
wide berth.

BARD BLAMED FOR STARLINGS 

From time fo time in the past three centuries, Will 
Shakespeare has been accused of various things, such 
as not writing his own plays, but the most novel indict- 
ment comes from the National Geographic Society 
(U.S.), which blames him for the starling infestation 
of America. As part of a project to establish on this 
continent all the birds’ mentioned in Shakespeare’s 
writings, a United States manufacturer imported 120 
starlings from Wngland. (The mention: “Starlings shall 
be taught to speak”, Henry IV, Act. 1, Scene 3.) 

The starling Mayflower. came over in 1890 and 80 
birds were released in New York's Central Park, 40 
more in the following year. From these originated the 
millions of billions now found through eastern North 
America. The first of the species was seen in Ontario 
jn 1919, near Brockville, which town unfortunately fail- 
ed to appreciate the peril. ~In 1920 the birds reached 
Toronto. . 

Starlings are dirty, noisy, a menace in fruit- 
growing areas, and they crowd out many native birds. 
All that can be said in their favor is that they devour 
some harmful insects. Too late, municipal authori- 
ties have tried to deal with the pest, but the birds have 
defied fire-crackers,. rattles, electrified wires, DDT, 
water hose and blank cartridges. Shotgun raids cause 
casualties but merely shift the nightly roosts. One 
municipality tried stuffed owls in the trees. Hamilton 
has a bad infestation just now, downtown pedestrians 
having to shield their heads with newspapers, and 
swarms of starlings on TV antennae clouding the 
screens. It is proposed there to try dangling yellow 
teddy bears with red pants and ears. 

Country residents can get good results by using a 
wood and wire trap, nine by five feet, for which the 
OAC got outa plan. But the Royal Ontario Museum of 
Zoology, in a leaflet on the subject, stated: It is impos- 
sible now to exterminate the starling in North America 

. It is highly improbable that every community could 
be induced to’ wage continuous war on them. Any 
effort short of this will give only partial and temporary 
relief.” : ° 4 

All may not. be lost. The U.S. manufacturer who 
imported the pioneer starlings is not identified by the 
-Geographic Society, but an anti-subversive committee 
could be set up to do that, trace his descendants and 
set them to work undoing the harm for which their an- 
cestor was responsible. If the family has multiplied on 
anything like the same scale as the starlings, its mem- 
bers should be able to make real progress. This plan 
would have commended itself, no doubt, to Shakespeare, 
who wrote of ‘even-handed justice.’ —The Telegram. 


WHERE STARLINGS CAME FROM 
Starlings are a plague in the United States as well as in 
Canada, although naturalists claim that farmers should 


really be grateful to them because they consume a vast 


number of insects- that injure crops. Perhaps there 


would be little outery against them if they would sleep, 


on the farms at night after doing their chores, but the 
beggars have a strange habit of coming into the towns 
and cities to roost. 

There wasn'ta starling ~ outside Burope 
about 60 years ago. The National Geographic Society 
in the United States has been investigating how they 
crossed the ocean in the first place, and they have found 
that is was the idea of an American who was a Shake- 
speare enthusiast and sought to bring to his country 
from Hngland all the birds mentioned in the Bard's 
works. So that’s how it started. The first birds were 
released in Central Park, New York, in 1890-91. Now 
there are probably billions. They have just been re- 
ported in the Iiji Islands and the people there are scared. 

Many ways have been thought up to get rid of them. 
So far they've successfully defied DDT, rattles, electri- 
fied wires, stuffed owls, ultraviolet radiation, fireworks, 
gas balloons, water hoses and blank cartridges. 

But there’s still hope: Washington officials have 
hung 500 bags of a smelly chemical from trees along 
historic Pennsylvania avenue. Preliminary research 
indicatés the birds don’t lile it and fly away. The 
chemical? It’s still a government secret formula. 

And Dr. Hubert W. Frings, professor of entomology 
at Pennsylvania State University, says he has found a 
special supersonic noise which starlings dislike. He am- 
plifies and broadcasts it when the birds are set to roost. 
Says his device drove away all the starlings of Millheim 
Pa.—about 15,000 of them. 

But if they are scared away, where will they go? 
We don’t care so long as they get outa here.

On The 


Municipally-Operated 
Seed Cleaning Plants 

There are nine municipal seed 
cleaning plants in operation in the 
province of Alberta at the present 
time . , - and all have been under 
a three-way policy, 

That is, the cost has been shared 
by the Farmers’ Co-operative, the 
Municipal District, and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, A tenth one 
will be in operation at Vermillion, 
Alberta, in th course of a few 
weeks. 

The combined capacity of these 
plants is well over two million bush- 
els for the season, if they are pat- 
vonized as they should be. 

Farmers .. _ the experts report 

are inclined to wait until seed- 
ing time approaches before arreng- 
ing to have their seed cleaned. 

This results in a rush at the 
plants, so much so, that many farm- 
ers are unable to get their seea 
cared for. 

FF. Parkinson . supervisor of 
special projects of the Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture . says 
farmers should take thier seed in 
now to have it cleaned and treated 
ready for spring, 

In that way, he says, the spring 
rush and disappointment will be 
avoided 

Seed drill surveys carried out on 
a province-wide basis, show that 
the plants are doing a good job, In 


the 1949 survey, only 23 per cent 
of all Samples were number one seed 
grade and 53 per cent were re- 
jected, 


In the 1953 survey 33 per 


cent Were number one seed. . , and

In this connection, account must 
be taken of the production of the 
smut spores and the time of their 
dispersal, as well as the manner 
in-which they infect their host 

Smuts can ge generally grouped 
in three main classes: seedling-in- 
fecting, Mower-infecting and local- 
infecting, 

New Variety Wheat 
Is Rust-Resistant 

Some 20,000 Manitoba and Sask- 
atchewan farmers will, get  allot- 
ments of newly-licenced rust resist- 
ant Selkirk wheat variety soon. A. 
B. Masson of the Dominion Cereal 
Grain Laboratory revealed this 
Plan in Winnipeg Thursday.

Fire Leaves 
Family of 5 


| Without Home 


A Haliburton family of five is 


_| homeless today-and the father and 


one of the children are recovering 


| from severe burns, following the 


early Monday morning fire which 
burned their home to the ground. 


Mr. Tom Chambers, Fire Chief at 
Haliburton,. told “The Post” this 
morning that the fire occurred at 
12.10 a.m. on ‘Monday morning last. 
He said the frame home of Mr. Alex 
Switzer burned to the ground, the 
fire’shaving gotten a hepd-staré 
before firemen could arrive. The 
Switzer home is located on the Eagle 
Lake road, seven miles north of the 
village of Haliburton. 


The Fire Chief says that Mr, 
Switzer had used gasoline to start 
the wood burning in a cookstoye 
and then left the bottle of fuel sitt- 
ing beside the stove. Mr. Chambers 
says the bottle exploded, showering 
the home's interior with flames. He 
continued that in trying to escaps 
with his children, Mr. Switzer was 
Severely burned about the face and 
hands, as was the youngest child, 
an eight-months-old baby. The 
other two children were uninjured. 
| Mr. Chambers says his firemen 
‘Gould do nothing to save the house, 
‘for when they arrived the blaze had 

een going for “about 25 minutes.” 
She reason that the Haliburton Fire 
Department didn’t receive the call 
immediately, he says, is because 
there is no phone at the Switzer 
home and word was taken to Eagle 
Lake by a passing motorist, who 
then phoned the department. By 
the time the firemen arrived, their 
Chief says, the situation was hope- 
less and the flaming home could 
not be saved. 


Mrs. Switzer was in Haliburton 
when the fire occurred, and. has 
since, Mr. Chambers believed, gone 
to her parents’ home in Essonville. 
The school-age children of the 
family are staying with a brother of 
Mr, Switzer's in the village of Hali- 
burton. 


Since the frame house was a total 
loss, “The Post” asked the Fire Chief 
what the cost to Mr, Switzer would 
be in dollars and cents, and was 


told that a conservative estimate 
was about $1,500.

CHANCES OF LONG LIFE ARE GREATER 
With the continuing decline in mortality 

United States the chances that an individual will reach 

Under the mortality

age G5 have greatly increased. 
conditions prevailing around 1900, nearly 40 out of every 
100 newborn white boys could expect to reach the 
threshold of old age. For a boy born in 1930 the 
chances of attaining age 64 were 53 in 100; currently 
they are 64 in 100. 

At age 20 the chances are two in three that a white 
man will survive to age 65. At age 40, when men are 
generally well advanced in their careers, they have 70 
chances in 100 of living to the end of their productive 
life; at the turn of the century the chances were 60 in 
100. : 

The female population has reaped greater gains 
than males. At birth, their chances of celebrating a 
65th birthday have climbed from 44 in 100 around 1900, 
to 77 in 100 at the mid-century. 

More than one-half of the white men who celebrate 
their 65th birthday will survive another 12 years, and 
one-fifth for 20 years. One-half of those women who 
reach age 65 will live to age 80, and about one-fifth 
will celebrate their 88th birthday.

A CURSE ON TAX-COLLECTORS 

Very little cursing goes on nowadays. We do not 
mean simple swearing, which is sometimes called curs- 
ing by people who use words loosely. We mean unmis- 
takeable, forceful expression of an ill wish toward some- 
body or something, which supernatural powers are called 
upon to witness and execute. Perhaps people do not 
believe in curses anymore. 

But a man died in Patcham, England, recently, who 
believed in curses and who hated tax-collectors. His 
name was Eric Poore, and he died worth £30,000, which 
without being wealth, is a good round sum. In his 
will he said: “From my grave I curse the Board of In- 
land Revenue who have ruined my life. All inspectors 
of taxes are sadistic and depraved. That is common 
knowledge”. There it is—a curse, uttered in deep ser- 
jousness by a man who felt himself aggrieved against 
those whom he believed had wronged him. 

We shall not waste any time watching for news 
that the curse has borne fruit. We shall expect to 
hear that several tax-collectors have fallen off their 
office stools, stricken by some hideous seizure. Curses 
do not work quite so violently and dramatically as that. 
Anyhow, if curses had any effect-on tax-gatherers, the 
whole tribe would have been extinct years ago. There 
are people who insist that being a tax-collector is, in it- 
self, a form of hideous. punishment—but this is a meta- 
physical proposition which we do not feel capable of 
discussing. We leave it to the clergy to decide wheth- 
er tax-collectors are among the elect or the damned. 

We call attention to Poore’s curse simply as a cur- 
josity. People do not curse their enemies much these 
days. Neither do they bless those who are dear to them. 
In fact, people today are remarkably stingy in the way 
in which they express love and hate. They seem to 
have lost the zest which found its outlet in a blessing or, 
in cease of need, a curse which was supposed to linger, 
even after the curser was in the grave.

ing sold in January 1919 to Medland 


Bros, Ltd. The latter firm was sold 
out on August 15th, 1925, to the 


present owners, National Grocers 
Co Ltd, 

Sources close to the company say 
they feel certain the new arrange- 


ment (to serve this area from 
Orillia and Peterborough) will in 
no wey lessen the service the firm 
has maintained for so many years, 
On the other hand they say it will 
enable the company to better serve 
its many customers in a wider area 
both in and around Lindsay. “The 
Post” has learned that official ar- 
rangements as to what Is to be done 
in the Lindsay area will not be 
completed until 2 meeting in the 
near future, A company statement 
is expected to follow the meeting.

Warehouse Closing 
Seen Aiding Pian 


Announcement of the impending 
closing of the National Grocers Co. 
Ltd.'s warehouse at Lindsay has 
revived hopes for a municipal park- 
ing lot in the downtown area. This 
was learned here following the 
disclosure that the grocery distri- 
butors were closing out the Lindsay 
warehouse in mid-January. 


For some weeks now there has 
been a movement afoot in Lindsay 
to have the town make the property 
it holds in the downtown area 
bounded by the rear premises of 
business on Kent, Cambridge, Wil- 
liam and Peel Sts. available for 
parking purposes. There was also 
a suggestion made to council re- 
cently that the town acquire some 
property owned by Col. RI. Moore 
on Cambridge St. N., consisting 
of two burned-out dwellings, to 
add to the proposed parking lot site. 
Now the idea seems to be gaining 
momentum and there is talk of a 
proposal being submitted to Council 
that it consider acquiring the Na- 
tional Grocers Co, Ltd.’s Cambridge 
St, property and the premises ad- 
joining which were formerly owned 
by the candy stick manufacturing 
company but which are now owned 
by Col Moore. This, the proponents 
of the idea point out would make 
available a large tract of land in 
the heart of the town which could 
be equipped with parking meters 
and made self-sustaining. 

An estimate of the total available 
space in the proposed lot has placed 
ttat 140 feet frontage on Cambridge 
St., with a depth of 300 feet. Poten- 
tial car parking capacity has been 
estimated at upwards of 100. 

The need for a parking lot in the 
immediate downtown area is re- 
ported to have been heightened with 
the opening of a parking lot by a 
local chain store on the outskirts of 
the main business section, It is 
reported that the parking lot has 
taken many would-be shoppers out 
of the main downtown area and 
that action is being advocated to 
help counteract the chain store 
parking lot’s effect on the main 
business section, 

Mr. Harold Pollock, Chamber of 
Commerce, told “The Post” today 
he and other members of a com- 
mittee were studying the situation 
and hoped to present certain re- 
commendations to Town Council 
early in 1954 He said he felt some- 
thing would have to be done. 

Mayor-elect A. E. (Bert) Hick 
told this paper he would be willing 
with Council, to sit down and study 
the parking lot proposition and 
meet with representatives of mer- 
chants at any time. 

Col, R, I. Moore, owner of some 
of the property suggested for the 
proposed new parking lot said he 
was willing and anxious to do any- 
thing he could to help the town 
should it decide to go ahead with 
the plan, He expressed the opinion 
that never again would Lindsay have 
an opportunity to acquire such 
suitable downtown parking lot space.

HOW ABOUT A 12th NIGHT BONFIRE? 

A few weeks ago the suggestion was advanced in 
these columns that a leaf be taken from Orillia’s book 
on “How to dispose of discarded Christmas Trees” and 
a Mammoth 12th night bonfire be held at Lindsay for 
the purpose.

Following is a remarkable will left many years 2Z0 
by a lawyer who died penniless. but who never-the-less 
felt that he was rich in all the good things that life itself 
can bestow. : 

“J, Charles Lounsbury, being of sound and disposing 

mind and memory, do hereby make and publish this my 
last will and testament. in order, as justly as may be, to 
distribute my interest in the world among succeeding 
men. : 
“That part of my interests, which is known in law 
and recognized in the sheep bound volumes as my pro- 
perty, being inconsiderable and of no account, I make no 
disposal of it in this my will My right to live, being but 
a life estate, is not at my disposal but, these things ex- 
cepted, all else in the world I now proceed to devise and 
bequeath. 

“ITEM:—I give to good fathers and mothers, in 
trust for their children, all good little words of praise and 
encouragement and all quaint pet names and endear- 
ments, and I charge said parents to use them justly, but 
generously, as the needs of their children shall require.

that arthritis is inflammation of a 
joint and includes all the structures 
of a joint -- that is, the bones and 
lining of the bones, “There are about 
100 different types of arthritis. 
While they all inflame the joint, 
they differ widely in cause, symp- 
toms, methods of treatment, and 
the degree of disability that may 
result. 

Nonarticular rheumatism is where 
the rheumatism does not affect the 
joints --muscular rheumatism, neur- 
algia, neuritis, lumbago (low back 
pain). Although nonarticular rheu- 
matism may be very painful, it is 
less serious than when the joint is 
inflamed as it does not lead to any 
serious disability or deformity. 

“Rheumatic fever is characterized 
by severe pain, redness, swelling, and 
stiffness in one or more joints, The 
pain usually disappears of itself 
within a few weeks or months.”

More About Little Strokes Brain 
Strokes, Apoplexy 

Some months ago I quoted Dr. 
Walter C. Alvarez, Mayo Clinic, who 
Stated that many men and women 
had little strokes of brain and heart 
(apoplexy and coronary thrombosis) 
almost immediately

so that these strokes passed unno- 
ticed by the patient, family, and 
sometimes the physician. In Geri- 
atrics, the medical magazine for the 
elderly, of which Dr, Alvarez is the 
editor, he again calls attention to 
“the little strokes.” 

“In spite of the fact that the 
paper on little strokes published in 
the first volume of Geriatrics was 
widely read and well accepted by 
many physicians, this extremely 
common and perhaps most impor- 
tant disease of the aged is as yet 
rarely mentioned in books and jour- 
nals, and is still seldom diagnosed. 
In most cases seen today, the diag- 
nosis made is coronary heart di- 
sease and this, in spite of the fact. 
that repeated electrocardi{ograms 
(tracings of the movements of the 
heart) are essentially normal, that 
there is no angina (breast pain) on 
effort, and the symptoms after re- 
covery from the acute attack are 
those, not of heart disease, but of 
injury to the brain.” 

Dr. Alvarez mentions the various 
diagnoses --liver disease, gallstones, 
spastic colon -_ that were made by 
physicians instead of the true diag- 
nosis -- a little brain stroke. What 
is to be done in cases of lttle brain 
strokes so that family and phys!- 
cian will give the patient the proper 
treatment? 


Dr. Alvarez states that whenever 
‘@ person past 50, who always was 
well before, comes in complaining 
of not feeling fit, of having trouble 
forcing himself to work, or of having 
spells when there is a little uncer- 
tainty as to body balance, a really 
careful history should be taken to. 
see if the trouble came suddenly on 
a certain day. Often if asked, the 
patient will say, “Yes, I thought £ 
was having a little stroke.” 

If the family is asked, usually the 
wife will often tell of a great change 
in personality --irritability, discour- 
tesy, perhaps over-emiotionalism — 
unusual in the patient before, loss 
of memory and a decided and sud-— 
den aging The patient and family 
will adniit that the patient has 
aged years in a matter of days or 
weeks, : 

The wife will often bring out the 
story of two or three other little 
strokes which pulled patient down — 
a bit.” 

I believe that the fact that Dr. 
Alvarez had to call our attention to 
these little strokes twice within a 
few months should make us give 
full attention to these little brain. 
strokes so that the patient will get 
rest and treatment, medical and 
mental, necessary following brain 
strokes, Further, this full recognition 
of a brain stroke, however small, 
may prevent serious mistakes in 
diagnosis.
